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13,000 MEN SHOVEL 
7.8-INCH SNOWFALL 


Big Day’s Work, Maybe the Big- 
gest Ever, Done Yesterday. 


WILL COST CITY $380,000 


We Have Had 21.9 Inches of Snow So 
Far This Winter—Average for a 
Year Here Is Only 35. 


Then the city awoke yesterday morning 
it was arrayed in a new and pretty thick 
suit of white. The snow that began falling 
shortly after 2 o’clock on Saturday after- 
noon kept on without interruption until 
early yesterday. The fall was 7.8 inches, 
making it the heaviest so far this season, 
and bringing the total up to 21.9 inches, ac- 
cording to the Weather Bureau records. 

The snow drifted very little in the city. 
Jn the beautiful sun that shone all day 
yesterday thousands walked on Fifth Ave- 
nue and in Central Park, enjoying the per- 
fect Winter day. 

When officials of the Street Cleaning De- 
partment got to work yesterday morning 
they found themselves confronted with a 
job of good size. With a force estimated 
ut 138,000 men and about 4,000 carts in the 
Boroughs of Manhattan, Brooklyn, and the 
Bronx, they attacked the snow banks, Ow- 
ing to the perfect weather and the fact that 
they were little hampered by traffic, be- 
fore. the day was over they had accom- 
plished what is said to be the biggest and 
most effective day’s work in the history of 
the department. In the Boroughs of Rich- 
mond and Queens the department has noth- 
ing to do with snow removal, this work be- 
ing done there under the supervision of the 
Presidents of those two boroughs. 

Of the snow-shoveling force, according to 
Superintendent of Snow Removal Mortimer 
D. Bouton, 4,200 men with 2,200 vehicles 
were put to work in Manhattan, 2,124 men 
with. 1,273 vehicles 4n Brooklyn, and 500 
men with 209 vehicles in the Bronx. This 
force toiled on incessantly from daylight to 
dark, when it was relieved by another gang 
numbering between 9,000 and 10,000 men, 
with a oorresponding number of carts, 
They were to work right through the night, 

Work wae begun simultaneously at some 
sixty different points in the three boroughs, 
but the main energies of the department 
were directed toward Broadway, Fifth and 
Sixth Ayenues, the Bowery, the tenement 
district east of the Bowery and south of 
Houston Street, streets leading to the vari- 
ous ferries, the principal cross-town thor- 
oughfareg, and the streets in the shopping, 
dry goods, and financial districts. As a re- 
sult,,Mr. Bouton says that when New York 
wakes up and makes ready to get down to 
business this morning, Broadway from 
Fifty-ninth Street to the Battery.and many 
other important streets will be practically 
clear of snow. 

Officials of the Street Cleaning Depart- 
mient estimate that if weather conditions 
remain as favorable as they tre now it 
will take-something like six days to remove 


the snow from the thoroughfares of the, 


clty. - 

“The average snowfall for the year {s 
about thirty-five inches in this city,” said 
Superintendent Bouton. “This year we 
have already had about twenty-two inches, 
or two-thirds of the average, and the snow 
season has hardly begun, This last snow- 
fall is only three inches less than the big- 
gest snowfall we had last Winter, which 
was eleven inches. Last year it cost the 
city something like $775,000 for snow re- 
moval. If the weather keeps up as it has 
begun this year, we shall not get off so 
easy."’ 

Under the new system of snow removal 
which has been introduced by Mr. Bouton 
with considerable economy to the city pre- 
dicted, the estimated cost of snow removal 
in the Borough of Manhattan is $35,000 for 
every inch of recorded fall, According to 
this estimate the cost of removing the 
snow that fell between Saturday afternoon 
and yesterday morning will be something 
like $380,000. With the snow that has been 
removed this season up to yesterday, the 
expense so far incurred will stop little short 
of $500,000. 

Under this system, which has been put in 
operation in Manhattan and the Bronx and 
soon will be extended to Brooklyn, the two 
boroughs are divided up into thirteen sec- 


tions, eleven in Manhattan and two in the 


Bronx. The area of each section has been 
measured up, the entire area of the streets 
between house walls being taken as a basis, 
and the number of cubic yards of snow re- 
moved by the contractors is arrived at by a 
simple system of computation in which the 
surface measure of the area and the depth 
of the snowfall, according to Weather Bu- 
Teau reports, enter as factors. The beauty 
of the system, according to Mr. Bouton, lies 
in the fact that it makes impossible the 
robbing of the city by snow contréctors, 
except it be by collusion in the department 
itself, and this, it is said, is rendered well- 
nigh impossible by the system cf supervis- 
ion. 

Property owners in the Borough of 
Queens yesterday wére busy all day de- 
nouncing the city officials, for no effort 
was made to remove the snow cven from 
the principal thoroughfares of Long Island 
City, Flushing, Elmhurst, and Jamaica, not 
to;speak of Rockaway, where the streets 
are piled high with three deposits cf snow. 
President Cassidy of that borough ex- 
plained that his hands were tied because 
the Board of Estimate had made -no provis- 
ion for snow removal in his bailiwick. 

All craft that was out on Saturday night 
and yesterday morning reported some of 
the thickest weather ever seen hereabout. 
Most of the Sound steamers reached their 
piers late. The big Pilgrim of the Fall 
River Line had to anchor off Stamford for 
half an hour on her way to New. York. 

The steam railroads running to this city 
reported yesterday that the snow had de- 
layed their trains very little. The Long 
Island Road, however, had some trouble. 


HAVOC ON NEW ENGLAND COAST. 


15 Vessels Ashore at Vineyard Haven 
—Rescues at Fishers’ Island. 


BOSTON, Dec. 18.—A storm which near- 
ly reached the proportions of a hurricane 
swept over Southeastern New England to- 
day. The snowfall, especially along the 
coast from New London, Conn., to Gape 
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Cod, was unusually heavy, while a wind !

As usual, shipping and telegraph 
suffered severely, but up to a late hour to- 
night no loss of life had been reported. 

For the second time within the past six 
years Vineyard Haven, the favorite anchor- 
age for coastwise shipping, proved a trap, 
for the northeast gale, blowing directly into 
the harbor, tore fifteen schooners from their 
moorings and sent them careening through 
a fleet that filled the basin and finally 
drove them ashore, fortunately on soft bot- 
tom. Collisions were frequent, and a num- 
ber of schooners which managed to hang on 
to their anchor chains suffered. 

Across the Sound, at Wood's Hole, 
small schooner was driven ashore, but not 
damaged, 

Fifty miles further to the westward, at 
Fisher’s Island, three light barges were 
driven ashore, but so far as could be 
learned to-night, no one was lost. 

News from Capé Cod, the scene of so 
many marine disasters, came by train to- 
night for the first time since 1898. Every 
wire east and south of Warcham was 
prostrated or disabled by the gale,. Train 
service on the Cape was delayed, but not 
seriously. 

The snowfall reached nearly three feet on 
the Southern New England coast, and street 
railway lines were badly crippled. Fur- 
ther inland the storm was not as severe, 
and in this city it was scarcely more than 
an ordinary Winter disturbance. 


RESCUE CREW IN THE SURF. 


Coal-Laden Norfolk Schoener Ashore in 


Snowstorm Off Jersey Coast.

POINT PLEASANT, N. J., Dec, 18.—The 
four-masted schooner Lizzie H. Brayton, 
from Lambert’s Point, Norfolk, Va., for 
New Haven, laden with coal, lost her way 
in the snowstorm early this morning and 
came ashore at 2 o’clock south of the Strat- 
ford Hotel in Point Pleasant. The vessel 
is thirteen years old, and was in excellent 
condition. Her crew of nine were landed 
safely by the Squam Beach and Bay Head 
life-saving crews. 

The vessel was about 250 yards off shore, 
and it took an average of five minutes to 
land each member of the steamer’s crew. A 
crowd assembleg on the beach, and ready 
hands hauled on the whip line running the 
breeches buoy from the shore to the vessel 
and returning it. The vessel’s roll swung 


the men high in the air, and two of the 
sailors were ducked in the cold seas, but all 
reached the beach with no more damage 
than a wetting. 

Heavy weather with blinding snow be- 
gan at 6 o'clock Saturday and continued 
until the stranding. Seeecenny there was 
a mistake in the soundings as given to the 
Captain, as he supposed he was ten miles 
off the beach until he hove the lead him- 
self just before he let the anchor go. 
Cables are being laid to get the vessel off. 


COINERS’ PLANT IN GIRL’S ROOM 


Police Arrest Her and Three Men—Lot 
of Bad Money Found. 


In the arrest of four prisdners, including 
a woman, and the confiscation of a modern 
counterfeiting plant, Central Office detect- 
ives believe they have put a stop to the 
circulation of spurious half dollars and 
dimes, with which the upper.and lower 
east sides and Harlem have been flooded 
for the past four,or five weeks. The coun- 
terfeiting Plant was found in the woman's 
room. 

Acting on information furnished by Will- 
fam J. Flynn, Chief of the Secret Service 
in New York, Detective Sergeants Knisler 
and Duggan on Saturday afternoon arrest- 
ed Frank Schleiman, thirty-two years old, 
who said he was an engineer, living in 
Fourth Street. He was taken to Police 
Headquarters, and $15 worth of bad half 
dollars and dimes were found on him. The 
detectives say that he told them that he 
bought the coins of a “ fence,’’ who sold 
them at 50 per cent. discount. According 
to the detectives, the prisoner also offered 
to tell all he knew provided the case against 
him was dropped. 

The detectives refused to do this, and 
started an investigation on their own hook. 
They learned that Schleiman was attentive 
to a woman named Elizabeth Rueber, who 
occupied the second floor of a furnished- 
room house in Fourth Street. When the 
detectives entered the place they found a 
complete counterfeiting plant, with numer- 
ous molds for dimes and half dollars of 
the present year. The detectives also 
found about $500 worth of silverware, 
knives, forks, spoons, and other household 
articles. 

While the detectives were talking with 
the woman the man who afterward gave his 
name as John Miller entered. They start- 
ed to arrest him, and he put up a fight. 
Miller drew a knife, but the detectives over- 
powered him. 

The detectives say the counterfeiting 
plant was one of the best they had ever 
seen, the coin being an almost perfect du- 
plicate of the genuine article. More than 
500 bad half-dollars and 324 ten-cent pieces 
were found in the woman’s room. 

The third man, who was arrested after 
the raid on the Fourth Street house, was 
John Hoffman, twenty-nine years old, of 7 
Chatham Square, a waiter. Hoffman said 
his arrest was a mistake, but the detectives 
said Schleiman had implicated him in his 
confession. 

Miller, Schleiman, and the woman were 
arraigned in the Tombs Court and held for 
examination on Tuesday as suspicious per- 
sons. Miller is said at Police Headquarters 
to be George Williams, whose picture is No. 
6,702 in the Rogues’ Gallery. The man who 


the police know was sent up for three 
years and six months for bursiary in 1899. 

E. W. Williams of 671 East Twenty-third 
Street, Flatbush, called at Police Headquar- 
ters and identified some of the silverware 
taken with the counterfeiting plant as his 
property, which was stolen on Aug. 31 last. 
It was said that some of the other property 
was stolen from a house in the Borough 
of Queens. 


NUNS HEROINES OF A FIRE. 


Several Severely Burned Rescuing Chil- 
dren from Burning Asylum. 


FROVIDENCE, R. I., Dec. 18.—Four per- 
sons were injurea during a fire that caused 
$20,000 damage to the St. Vincent de Paul 
Infant Asylum, a four-story brick structure 
in Regent Street, to-day. 

Through a splendid exhibition of bravery 
on the part of the sisters who conduct the 
asylum, firemen, police, and volunteer life 
savers, every one of the 150 children in the 
home was rescued uninjured. 

Some of the rescuers were severely 
burned. The most seriously hurt were Sis- 


ters Luitgard, Mary Paul, and Zacharia 
and Watchman John H. Henderson. Ali 
The fire started at noon in the kitchen, 
and rapidly communicated with the upper 
stories of the building through a dumb- 
waiter shaft. The blaze was discovered by 
one of the nuns. Shortly afterward flames 
reached the third story, where a large num- 
ber of children were lying ill in bed.

Five Thousand Take Part in Revo- 
lutionary Demonstration. 


POLICE FURIOUSLY ASSAILED 


Clubs and Stones Used by Rioters— 
Fighting Lasts from Noon Till 
Nearly Evening. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 18.—This city was the 


scene of a revolutionary demonstration to- 
day from noon till nearly evening. Proba- 
bly five thousand people actually partici- 
pated in it. 

Fortunately the agitators did not succecd 
in drawing the workingmen from the fac- 


tories into the disturbance, and after many 
collisions, the. police firing blank volleys 
and charging with their sabres, the crowds 
were finally dispersed. 

Many persons were wounded and more 
were arrested. So far as is known none 
of the rioters was killed. One policeman 
is reported to have been mortally injured. 
Many on both sides were roughly handled. 

The authorities knew in advance that 
trouble was impending, and many houses 
along Tverskaia Street were specially 
guarded, while extra policemen were on 
duty in the streets. Several squadrons of 
mounted gendarmerie were concealed in 
the courtyards of houses, ready for an 
emergency. 

The crowds began to collect at midday in 
Tverskaia Street, students of both sexes 
mixing with the general public. The thor- 
oughfare was soon congested with a mass 
of moving humanity, which converged on 
Strastni Square, where 3,000 persons as- 
sembled, many armed with clubs and car- 
rying flags. 

The crowd, singing, moved toward the 
palace of Grand Duke Sergius, the Gov- 
ernor Genergl of Moscow. The police at- 
tempted to block the street, whereupon the 
trouble began in earnest. 

The crowd broke through the cordon, and 
one policeman was knocked down ‘and, it is 
thought, mortally hurt. Battalions of po- 
lice were brought up at double quick to 
reinforce their comrades. Sticks and stones 
were freely used by the mob, which threat- 
ened again to break through the cordon. 
The police, under orders of their chief, 
fired several blank volleys and mounted 
men charged, using the flats of their 
swords. 

The mob fought stubborflly, but finally 
broke and sought shelter in the side streets. 
Here the police were again severely pressed, 
as the detachments stationed at the open- 
ings of these streets to keep people out of 
Tverskaia Street were caught between the 
retreating mdb on one side and throngs of 
curious spectators on the other. 

Many of the demonstrators who broke 
through the cordon of police paraded in 
side streets in smaller groups, waving flags 
and singing. A crowd of 500 collected in 
front of the theatre, where revolutionary 
flags were hoisted amid shouts of “* Long 
live Freedom! ”’ ' 

The police were not prepared at this 
point, and the crowd, gathering volume, 
moved from the square to Neglina Street 
and Koominestki Bridge, the chief street of 
Moscow, where the police met it. Another 
stubborn fight ensued, ending, as the first 
had done, with three blank volleys and sa- 
bre charges. 

Many shops were turned into hospitals, 
where the wounds of both rioters and p. 
lice were temporarily dressed. 

The workmen held aloof from the de- 
monstration, employers having warned 
them that any participating in the demon- 
stration would be dismissed. A few on- 
lookers were hurt. 

Quiet was finally restored, though al- 
most every small street was traversed by 
small singing and shouting groups during 
the whole afternoon. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18.—The dis- 
turbances so far reported to-day were con- 
fined to Moscow. 

The Socialistic Revolutionary Party in St. 
Petersburg has decided to abstain from fur- 
ther demonstrations, many of the leaders 
having been arrested or wounded last Sun- 
day, and no further trouble is likely un- 
less the mobilization of reserves is pro- 
claimed for this city, or in the event of the 
fall of Port Arthur. 

Meanwhile a number of lawyers are col- 
lecting evidence upon which they propose 
to institute proceedings against the police 
for the alleged ill-treatment of prisoners 
in the affair here on Dec. 11. 

A meeting of 400 girls, undergraduates of 
the Medical Institute, to-day passed resolu- 
tions of sympathy with Sasoneff, the mur- 
derer of M. de Plehve.

HAD A DOUBLE ERUPTION. 


Water Main Burst and Explosion Re- 
sulted from Leaking Gas Pipe. 


. A four-foot water main in Thirty-second 
Street between Sixth and Séventh Avenues 
burst last night and created no end of 
trouble. At the same time a fourteen-inch 
gas pipe sprung a leak and an explosion 
resulted. 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company’s 
contractor has sunk a shaft in Thirty-sec- 
ond Street where the terminal work is in 
progress. The shaft is in front of 160 
West Thirty-second Street, a boarding 
house run by Mrs. Matilda Suarez. 

It was the sinking of this shaft which 
caused the water main to sag and crack. 
A fifty-foot geyser shot up over the top 
of the houses. While a gang of men from 
the Water Department were making re- 
pairs it was noticed that gas was escaping, 
but no danger of an explosion was ap- 
prehended. But the explosion came, and 
a match struck by one of the workmen 
is believed to have caused it. Foreman 
Toner was hurled fifty feet. A suit of 
heavy oilskins which he wore was ripped 
off completely and he was severely burned 
about the face and body.

So thick were the weather conditions down 
the bay on Saturday that no report of the 
Astoria’s predicament was made until yes- 
terday, when the Captain of the German 
steamship Brandenburg reported having 
passed the big vessel in the mud on the 
way to Quarantine. 

A light wind and a smooth sea prevailed 
at the time, and the Astoria’s position be- 
ing favorable, she was never in any dan- 
ger. The New Yotk agents of the Anchor 
Line sent a wrecking tug, and yesterday 
afternoon, with the assistance ef the pilot- 
boat New York and: another tug, the 
wrecker succeeded in pulling the Astoria 
back into deep water. 

As soon as his vessel was clear the Cap- 
tain of the Astoria made an examination 
of the ship, and found out that sne was ab- 
solutely undamaged as a result of the night 
she had spent in the mud. A little after 3 
o'clock yesterday afternoon the liner 
cleared the Hook and proceeded on her 
journey. She had on board quite a large 
number of passengers for this season of 
the year. At no time was there any ex- 
citement on board. 

An idea of the thickness of the atmos- 
phere in the rivers and bay on Saturday 
may be had when it is known that four of 
the big oceangoing vessels due to sail on 
that day did not get away until yesterday. 
These vessels were the coasters El Valle 
and San. Jacinto for Galveston, the Ham- 
burg-American liner Belgravia_for Ham- 
burg, and the Montauk for the River Plate 
and Buenos Ayres.

. The truck fell across the third rail and 
remained there for ten minutes. From the 
third rail bluish streaks of fire began at 
once to leap about, and were accompanied 
with loud detonations. The fireworks were 
watched with interest by a great crowd 
which clustered about ‘the terminal of the 
Union Company’s cars directly underneath 
the structure, until-finally the train dis- 
patcher at the One Hundred and Twenty- 
ninth Street station had the power shut off 
from the third rail all the way from One 
Hundred and Twenty-eighth Street to the 
northern terminal of the line. 

On the Third Avenue line all passengers 
were ordered out of their trains. at. the 
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One Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street Sta- 
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tidn,-where the trains were being switched | 
to the southbound track, in order to keep | 
the service south of that point going. | 

As train after train moved up and un-} 
loaded, the platform became crowded, Af- 
ter the passengers had waited for some- 
thing like half an hour for the blockade to 
be raised, they grew impatient and began 
to demand transfers. The agent told the 
crowd that:he had received orders to give 
out no transfers. When the crowd grew 
too threatening, he blockaded himself in

DR. JOHN REID DEAD. 


Pastor of . Memorial Presbyterian 
Church, Brooklyn, Stricken. 


The Rev. Dr. John Reid, pastor of the 
Memorial Presbyterian Church, Seventh 
Avenue and St. John’s Place, Brooklyn, ; 
died yesterday at his home, 8638 President 
Street, of apoplexy. 

Dr. Reid was born in St. John, N. B., in 
1850, and came to New York in his youth. | 
He was graduated from the New York Uni- 
versity in 1870, and three years later from 
the’ Princeton Theological Seminary. After | 
being ordained.to the ministry he accepted 
a call to the Presbyterian Church in Low- 
ell Valey, N. J. In 1870 he became pastor 
of the Third Presbyterian Church, Pater- 
son, N. J., and from there went to a Pres- 


byterian Church in Hoboken. From 1879 to 
1895 Dr. Reid was pastor of the First Pres- 
byterian Church of Yonkers. He went from 
there to Detroit, and in 1900 became pastor 
of the Memorial Church, Brooklyn. ' 

Dr. Reid served three times as a Comnmnis- 
sioner to the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Chureh and was clerk of. that 
body in 1888 He was a delegate. to the | 
fourth General Council of the Presbyterian 
Church, held in London, England. In 1889 | 
he became a member of the Council of New } 
York University, and a year later was elect- 
ed Secretary of that body. He served two | 
terms as President of the Alumni Society | 
of the university. His wife, two sons, and : 
two daughters survive him.

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CANAL AT SEM LEVEL 


Wallace Tells of Obstacles Un- 
surmounted at Panama, 


20 YEARS’ WORK IN SIGHT. 


‘Average Depth Bored Without’ Find- 


ing Bedrock for Proposed Great 
Dam at Bohio.is 163 Féet. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—In the opinion 
of-John F., Wallace, Chief Engineer of the 
Isthmian Canal Commission, a_ seéa-levél 
waterway across Panama, although it 
would cost far more and take a much long- 
er time to compiete than the three other 


canal projects, would in the end be the 


best, 

Mr. Wallace says that it would be less 
expensive to maintain, less expensive: to 
operate, save time in passage through -it, 
and could be widened and deepened, when 
required, without interfering with traffic. 

The cost of the sea-level canal would be 
$300,000,000 as compared with $200,000,000 
for a ninety-foot level canal, and ‘he figures 


that twenty years would elapse before its 
completion—just twice the time caleulated 
for the ninety-foot way., The latter, how- 
ever, would, under the plan of the former 
commission, involve the construction of a 
dam practically 100 feet in height above 
Sea level at Bohio. This place was selected 
on-account of the fact that at that polnt 
the hills on either side of tne Chagres come 
comparatively close together, being about 
1,500 feet apart, and from the surface in- 
dications it seemed a favorable place for 
the construction of a dam. But, says Mr. 
Wallace, the indications are that this local- 
ity will be an. unfavorable and expénsiye 
one.for the construction of a high dam, the 
probability of finding proper foundation for 
it being very uncertain. 


Borings So Far Disappointing. 

“What will be found when more borings 
are taken,” he says, ‘‘is entirely theoreti- 
cal. But the results of the borings so far 
at the various sites investigated have 
been disappointing. The average dépth 
bored without finding bedrock has been 163 
feet.”’ 

Mr. Wallace has given the House Com- 
mittee on Inter-State and Foreign Com- 
merce the benefit of his Investigations ‘re- 
garding the engineering tasks to be per- , 
formed. His testimony was taken abeard > 
the army transport Sumner in Célon Har- 
bor, on the occasion of. the recent visit of 
the committee to the canal zone; and ‘ig: tq :

Before taking up in detail the four aig.

problem: j 

“The Isthmus is transversed by @ moun- 
tain range, the summit of which js "ap- 
proximately twelve miles from the Pacific « 
and thirty-five miles: from the Caribbean. 
Originally a gorge evidently existed from 
the Caribbean, near Colon, to the vicinity 
of Gamboa, and extended beyond that point 
in an easterly direction, forming the upper 
basin of the Chagres River. After filling 
this gorge with an alluvial deposit the 
Chagres has swung itself from éne side of 
the valley to the other. The result is that 
the thread of the original gorge cannot 
)be followed or found from surface '‘indi« 
cations, and it is only by Grilling to bed- 
rock that exact information in regard :to 
any particular loeality can’ be obtained. 

“The presence of boulders’ in this ‘al- 
luvial deposit also explains the reason why 
engineers ndt taking time to go into the’ 
rock far enough to determine its actual 
character have been misled into thinking 
they had struck bedrock. To determine 
the most feasible plan for the construction 
of the.canal will require a most careful: 
and comprehensive examination not only 
of surface conditions, but the sub-surface 
must be explored. 

‘After following the valtey of. the Cha- 
gres to Gamboa, the line of the canal fol- 
lows a tributary, called the Obispo, up to 
the summit of Culebra, and thence follows 
down the valley of the Rio Grande into the 
Bay of Panama. The summit at Culebra 
was originally about 300 feet above the seg 
level, and is the lowest point in the divide 
along the entire length of the Isthmus of 
Panama. 


The Plans to be Considered: 


“The first plan to be considered, the one 
estimated upon by-the former commission, 
is the possibility and practicability of a 
high dam, or proper foundation for a high 
dam, at Bohio, upon whjch depends the ad- 
visability of constructing a high-level 
canal, with the surface of the water ninety 
feet above sea level. ‘ 

“The second plan under: consideration is 
a summit level of sixty feet above sea 
level. Constructing a canal on this plan 
admits of two different methods of treat- 
ment—first, the construction of a dam 
sixty feet above sea level at Bohio, with 
two locks of thirty feet, there being two 
locks on the western. slope; second, the 
construction of a dam sixty feet dbove sea 
level at Gatun, eight miles ‘from Colon, 
with two thirty-foot locks in the ‘same vi- 
cinity. The adoption of a sixty-foot level 
also will render it necessary’ to construct 
a dam at Gamboa, in order to provide a 
reservoir to accumulate water enough dur- 
ing the wet-season-to urnish water for the 
summit level of the canal. } 

“The construction of a dam at Gamboa 
in this connection .would also control the 
Chagres River, except that it would be 
necessary to provide a safety spillway by 
the construction of. a tunnel some eight 
miles in length through the. divide, dis- 
charging the surplus waters of the Chagres 
into the headwaters of the Juan Diaz, or 
the alternative plan of constructing a tun- 
nel four miles long through the divide, 
separating the Chagres basin from the 
headwaters of the Gatuncillo, a stream 
which enters into the Chagres Valley at 
Gatun. ; 

“Should this later course be adopted it 
would be ‘necessary to consfruct an aux- 
iliary channel for the Chagrés from Gatun 
to the sea in order to divert its flood 


‘waters into the bay eastward of Colon.: -- 


“The third general plan under consid-"— 
eration would be the construction of a 
canal with a twenty-foot or thirty-foot 
level above the sea, with a single at 
Miraflores, and a single lock ‘at’. Bi or 
in the immediate vicinity. ‘The. construc- 
tion of the Gamboa. dam to be required im 
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this instance the same as in the, sixty-foot 
level plan. . *f 

“The fourth plan would be the construc- 
tion of a sea-level canal with a tidal lock 
at.Miraflores. In this connection it is nec- 
essary to explain that while the mean sea 
level of the Pacific and the Caribbean are 
the same, high tide in the Bay vf Panama 
rises ten feet above mean sea level und falls 
ten feet below, whereas thé fluctuation of 
the tide of the Cari n at Colon is less 
than two feet. The struction.of a dam 
at Gamboa, with the necessary sp‘liways, 
as noted in the previous plan, would be the 
same under the sea level plan as under the 
thirty or sixty foot level. 

“The construction of the Gamboa dam 
would provide the water supply for the en- 
tire line of the canal, including the cities of 
Panama and Colon. It would. also provide 
a power plant for the generation of electric 
power sufficient to furnish ample power 
for the operation of the Panama Railroad 
and for the operation of any machinery 
that might be used in the construction of 
the canal. 

“It would require two years to construct 
this dam, and, roughly estimated, its cost, 
including spillways, would be between $15,- 
000,000 and $16,000,000, not including the 
power plant.” 


Cost of the Various Plans. 


Asked by members of the committee for 
fan estimate of the cost of the various plans, 
Mr. Wallace said. the best estimate that 
could be made at present would be based on 
the estimate of the former commission of 
$200.000,000 for a ninety-foot level canal. 

Figuring with this as a basis the sixty- 
foot level canal would cost $225,000,000, 
could be open for traffic in ten years and 
fully completed in twelve years; the thirty- 
foot level would cost $250,000,000, opén for 
traffic in twelve years, and fully completed 
in fifteen years; the sea level canal would 
cost $300,000,000, could be open for traffic 
in fifteen. years, and completed in twenty 
years. 

Chairman Hepburn’s questions developed 
that the estimate of time to build the canal 
Was based on a ten-hour day, and that with 
the construction of the Gamboa dam and 
the operation of the power plant, electric 
light sufficient to illuminate the whole of 
Culebra cut might be had, thus making 
practical the working of two or more shifts 
and shortening the time of construction. _ 

Mr. Wallace stated that the excavation of 
this cut was the feature of the construction 
of the canal that took the time. He said 
upon the economical! and efficient handling 
of the material from Culebra Cut depend 
the cost and the time it will take to com- 
plete the canal. Every other question and 
every other problem connected with the 
entire work is subordinate and inferior to 
the problem of the excavation and disposal 
of the material from the Culebra Cut; 
that is the principal problem of this work. 
The control of the Chagres, the construc- 
tion of the various dams, the construction 
of harbor improvements, and all other 
works are relatively less important. AS 
to foundation for the proposed Gamboa 
dam, which is required in all of the alter- 
mate plans, Mr. Wallace said: 

** At Gamboa the elevation of rock on the 
site of the proposed dam is at sea level, 
‘and numerous borings taken at that point 
entering the rock twenty to twenty-five 
feet in depth would indicate that there is 
no question as to the ability to find a 
satisfactory rock foundation for a dam at 
B maximum depth of sea level. 

Method of Construction. 

“The probable method of construction, 
fay, of the Gamboa dam, or even of the 
Bohio dam, would be a core of concrete and 
tue filling in with the waste dirt out of 
ulebra cut. The Gamboa dam can be con- 
‘structed more cheaply than the Bohio dam, 
on account of the fact that the foundation is 
much nearer the surface and the dam site 
much nearer the Culebra cut.”’ 

Work is now going on in the cut, one 
“American steam shovel and some of the 
French machinery being in operation. 
Fourteen American steam shovels have 
fbeen purchased,. one of which is being set 
"up. The others are to be delivered at the 
rate of one a month. During October 
3,185 men were on the payrolls of the com- 
mission. Of these, 2,165 laborers received 
f 5 cents silver an hour, 245 laborers received 
17% cents an hour, 775 were machinists, 
‘boilermakers, pipefitters, plumbers, car- 
penters, and masons, and 256 were Ameri- 
cans from the United States, whose com- 
*pensation is paid in gold, and who fill posi- 
‘tions as engineers, clerks, and foremen. 
‘More laborers are to be employed in the 
‘immediate future. Mr. Wallace is some- 
‘what doubtful of the practical working of 
the civil service order as recently applied

RIVER NEARLY CLAIMS 
SON OF EX-GOV. COOKE 


Firemen Are Just in Time to Save 


Him at the Battery. 


ICY WATER 


LONG IN THE 


Heir to Magruder Estate Can Give No 
Account of Himself Before Fall- 
ing Overboard. 


Humphrey K. Cooke, a son of Henry D. 
Cooke, ex-Governor of the District of Col- 
umbia under the old territorial form of 
government, and whose home is at 1 Cooke 
Place, Georgetown, D. C., was rescued from 
the North River yesterday by two firemen 
attached to the fireboat New Yorker. Cooke 
said that he had not the slightest idea how 
he came to get into such a predicament and 
said he thought he had been in the water 
about twenty minutes when rescued. 

When found Cooke was clinging to one 
of the piles, near Pier A, to which the 
fireboats tie up. When he was taken into 
the firemen’s quarters in the Battery fire- 
boat building Cooke, as soon as he could 
talk, asked what had become of his papers. 
The firemen then went through his pockets 
and found two papers, both relating to 
the Magruder estate in Washington. One 
of the papers was a bond and the other a 
certification that he had a $4,300. interest 
in the Magruder estate. When he was told 
that his papers were safe he asked that his 
sister, who ‘he said was Mrs. J. R. Magruder 
of Georgetown, be notified. Cooke was 
then removed te-the Hudson Street Hos- 


pital. 

Fireman John: Kerrigan, who is lame as 
a result of a fine’ accident, was on desk 
duty at the fireboat station about 3 o'clock 
yesterday morning, when he heard a feeble 
cry. 

“Help! help!. .Come and save me! 
God's sake help me!” was the cry. 

It was pitch dark outside and the snow 
was falling. Kerrigan went on the pier, 
and was feeling his way around trying to 
find the’ place whence the cry came, when 
he was-joined by Fireman Windsor, who 
had been on watch duty aboard the New 
Yorker. 

The cries for help, uttered in a feeble 
voice, could still be heard, and the firemen, 
following the sound, finally made out a 
dark object about twenty feet away, cling- 


ing to a pile. The firemen groped their 
Way to a point above where the man was. 
Kerrigan lowered a snow scraper and told 
the man to catch hold of it. 

Windsor ran back into the fire house and 
rang an alarm. This brought Capt. Brais- 
ted and fifteen men to the rescue, and 
five minutes later the exhausted, half- 
frozen man had been pulled ashore. He 
was hurried into the warm fire station, 
where he was stripped and wrapped in 
blankets. When he came to Cooke told 
his story. Then Capt. Braisted telephoned 
for an ambulance. When Dr. Stone ar- 
rived he said that Cooke had been rescued 
just in time to save his life.

Prof.. Bell Complains That His Valet 
Was Barred from Hotels.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Prof. Graham 


‘Bell has lodged with the State Department 


a protest against the action of certain 
hotel keepers in Cape Breton, Canada, in 
refusing to entertain his valet during the 
professor’s.travels in Canada last Summer. 
The valet’ is a negro named Thompson. 
While at Sydney last Summer Thompson 
applied to several hotels before he could 


secure accommodaticns. In each case of 
refusal the fact of his being a negro was 
assigned as the cause. 

It is affirmed by Prof. Bell and Thomp- 
son that the labor and consequent hardship 
and humiliation imposed by the refusal of 
the hotel keepers to give the valet lodgings 
-aused Thompson to become sick and im- 
posed great physical suffering. Prof. Bell 
urges that in the absence ot any law ex- 
cluding negroes from public houses his 
valet has a just claim for redress from the 
Cape Breton authorities. 

It is considered 
very doubtful whether citizens of this 
country have the legal ground for action 
against the hote! keepers of ‘a foreign 
country for refusing to entertain them. Be- 
yond forwarding Prof. Bell’s complaint to 
the Canadian authorities it is not likely 
anything will-be done about the matter by 
the State Department.

Morris Brown of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 
144 then got up. 

“T have something to say in the mat- 
ter,” he continued. ‘“ Labor delegates that 
I see sitting here were at the banquet sit- 
ting beside capitalists and smoking non- 
union cigars. Even the representatives of 
National unions were there, including Pres- 
ident Gompers of the American Federation 
of Labor, who is a member of my local 
union. The whole thing is a disgrace to the 
labor movement. 

‘**A man who has been elevated among 
new labor people as a labor leader until 


he is a little tin god on wheels went out 
with a committee to see if Andrew Car- 
negie would become President of the Civic 
Federation, notwithstanding the Homestead 
strike. If I gam informed correctly, Mr. 
Gompers said at the dinner that he took 
great pride in announcing that August Bel- 
mont was elected President of the Civic 
Federation, and that if any man objected 
to Mr. Belmont there was an able Ser- 
geant at Arms who would escort him to 
the door.” 

Brown was about to speak again when 
Delegate Morton of the Amalgamated

“You are making a protest now against 
this last dinner. Why didn’t you protest 
when the Socialist delegates from France 
attended the luncheon of the Civic Federa- 
tion in the Hotel Astor?” 

Brown said he did not know anything 
about the Hotel Astor dinner. 


DEATH EXPENSIVE IN HAVANA. 


Widow of Thomas F. Jacobs Complains 
of Big Fees Charged.

MOBILE, Ala., Dec. 18.—Upon the arrival 
here of the body of Thomas F. Jacobs, 
President of the Inter-State Supply Com- 
pany of Chicago, who died suddenly last 
Saturday night in the Pasaje Hotel, Ha- 
vana, Cuba, a remarkable story was re- 
lated by the dead man’s widow. 

She said she was forced to pay large fees 
to the physician who attended Mr. Jacobs 
and herself, the undertaker compelled her 
to give up $750 for embalming the body, 
while the management of the hotel charged 


$100 extra because Mr. Jacobs died in that’ 


hostelry. 

Mrs. .Jaeobs appealed to United States 
Minister Squires for assistance, but he in- 
formed her that he was without power to 
demand any reduction and advised her to 
submit to the charges.

for the body to leave the country.

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STOESSEL TELLS CZAR 
OF FOES’ AWFUL LOSSES 


Says 20,000 Japanese Fell in 
Twelve Days’ Assault. 


HE PORES CAPTURE OF HILL 


Also Says the Fleet Is Suffering—De- 
clares the Spirits of the Russian 


Troops Are Excellent. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18.—The dis- 
patches from Gen. Stoessel to the Emperor 
which were received on Friday night were 
given out to-day. 

The first is dated Nov. 25, 
lows: 

“Iam heppy to inform your Majesty that 
on Nov. 20, after eit ised bombard- 
ment, the Japanese attacked one cf the 
forts on the northeastern rockon and leaped 
With a portion of their furces on the para- 
pet. They were annihilated by rifle fire and 
the bayonet, and were thrown back into 
the trenches. Their reserves were scat- 
tered by shrapnel. 

“From Nov. 21 to Nov. 23 the enemy vio- 
lently bombarded the fort, and, in spite of 
great losses, effected by their perseverance 
a passage between two forts on the north- 
eastern front. 

“At 5:30 o’clock in the evening of Nov. 
after heavy firing, the Japanese sud- 
denly hurled themselves against several 
works on this front, and seized a portion of 
the trenches, but they were thrown back 
by the reserves after a fierce bayonet 
struggle. They returned to the assault at 
midnight and again occupied a part of the 
trenches, but were annihilated by our bay- 
onets. At 2 o’clock in the morning all was 
over, and your Majesty’s heroic troops were 
able to rest and start repairing the damage 
caused by the bombardment. 

‘From the 20th to the 24th the Japanese 
lost more than 2,000 men. All of our troops 
behaved as heroes. The following especial- 
ly distinguished themselyes: Gens. Kon- 
dratenko, Nikitin, commander of the artil- 
lery, and Gorbatowsky, and Lieut, Col. 
Naoumenko. [A dozen other officers Of 
lower grades are also mentioned in the dis- 
patch.] 

“The bombardment of the town and har- 
bor continues daily. A number of buildings 
have been destroyed and the harbor has 
sustained some damage. The garrison is in 
excellent spirits.’’ 

BLOODIEST DAYS OF 
dated Nov. 


and is as fol- 
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In another dispatch, 28, Gen. 
Stoessel says: 

“The 26th and 27th were the bloodiest 
days in the assaults on Port Arthur, The 
attacks began on the night of the 25th, 
against our left flank, near Pigeon Bay. 
The first was repulsed with great loss to 
the Japanese. The same night the enemy 
attacked a detachment on Pan-Lung 
Mountain, but were repulsed, as also was 
their attack on Visokaia (203-Meter) Hill, 

“On the 26th the Japanese began to 
bombard and attack fiercely the forts on 
the northeastern front, and the advanced 
trenches. The trenches repeatedly changed 
hands. Nevertheless, on the night cf the 
2ith we threw back the Japanese at the 
point of the bayonet. 

“The enemy succeeded in blowing up the 
parapet of one of the forts and began 
building parallels there. At another fort 
on the same night they laid sacks along 
the rampart, but our artillery dispersed 
them. 

“Toward 10 o'clock in the evening the 
Japanese attacked a battery on our left 
flank in considerable strength, and at 
first obtained possession of a portion of 
the works, but our heroes brought bayonets 
into use and the Japanese retired, leaving 
a heap of their men. Along the whole front 
the Japanese reopened a violent fire against 
the interior of the fotress, keeping it up 
until 5 o’clock on the morning of Nov. 27. 

“The help which God sent us on the 
birthday of our mother, the Czarina, gave 
us further victory.” 

The message again mentions the four of- 
ficers praised in the preceding dispatch, to- 
gether with several others who specially 
distinguished themselves. 


ASSAULTS ON 203-METER HILL. 


A further dispatch from Gen. Stcessel, 
dated Nov. 30, says: 

“Since Nov. 27 the Japanese have been 
carrying on a violent bombardment and 
making incessant assaults in considerable 
force against Visokaia Hill. Their as- 
saults were repulsed.”’ 

On Dec. 12 (Dec, 2?) Gen. Stoessel reports 
as follows: 

‘The twelve days’ assault which com- 
menced on Nov. 20 was definitely repulsed 
last night. I am happy to say that your 
Majesty’s heroic troops alone could have 
been capable of doing this. There has 
never been such a fierce assault. 

“The following contributed principally to 
its repulse: Gens. Kondratenko, Nikitin, 
and Gorbatovsky; Irrmann and Ere- 
tiakoff, and Lieut. ‘Cols. Naoumenko and 
Gandourine. It is thanks to them and the 
heroic officers of naval sharpshooters and 
the artillerymen that Port Arthur succeed- 
ed again in resisting. 

“The Japanese, according to prisoners 
and Chinese, lost at least 20,000 rnen. 

‘We request your prayers, and those of 
the mother Empresses, which are mani- 
festly shielding us. 

“As general aide de camp to your Ma- 
jesty, I have expressed your Majesty’s 
thanks to the garrison.” 

On Dec. 5 Gen. Stoessel reports: 

“At 7 o'clock yesterday morning the 
Japé having concentrated all their 
forces, began an assault on Visokaia Hill, 
bombarding it simultaneously with eleven- 
inch and_ sixteen-inch shells. A fierce 
fight ra all days. We repelled three 
assaults 

‘Toward evening the Japanese succeed- 
ed in obtaining possession of the crest of 
the hill, and immediately got two machine 
guns into position thereon. 

“Among the wounded are Gen. Tser- 
pinsky and Lieut. Col. Boutonssoff of the 
Frontier Guards. Col. Irrmann performed 
»rodigies of valor."’ 

GEN. TSERPINSKY DEAD. 

wen. Stoessel's last dispatch is dated Dec. 
V0, and says: 

‘* Since the capture of Visokaia Hill our 
ships in the harbor have been suffering 
from eleven-inch Japanese shells. 

‘““Gen. Tserpinsky succumbed 
wounds. 

‘The spirits of the troops are excellent.” 

It is not pretended that Gen. Stoessel’s 
dispatches are published in full. They 
contain matter which it is obviously im- 
possible to disclose to the public. The dis- 
patches have been in the hands of Em- 
peror Nicholas two days, but their con- 
tents were known to few besides his Ma- 
jesty and his personal aides. 

The story of the operations as far as it 
has been given out shows that there was 
an almost uninterrupted assault of the 
most desperate character from Noy. 20 to 
Dec. 10. The Japanese, after losing over 
22,000 men, captured 203-Meter Hill, and 
were able from that position to shell the 
Port Arthur Squadron. 

There the official account ends, but it is 
explained that the Japanese do not occupy 
the top of the hill, which is still exposed 
to a deadly fire from the Russian artillery, 
The Japanese are using a plunging fire 
from very heavy guns from behind the

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erest of the hill, but that this fire is effi- 


ciently directed is shown by the damage 
suffered by the Russian squadron. 

Every one is loud in praise of Gen. 
Stoessel’s defense of Port Arthur, while 
the authorities assert that the main line 
of forts has not yet been broken. The Jap- 
nese so far have used every device of en- 
gineering skill in making approaches, but, 
with enormous sacrifices, have been able 
to take only the outer line of defenses. 
It is declared that the garrison will proba- 
bly be able to hold out a considerable time 
longer, i 


NO QUARTER ASKED OR GIVEN. 


Russian Officer Tells of Battle of High 
Hill—Port Arthur Desolate. 


CHE-FOO, Dec. 18.—Commander Mizzen- 
eoff, who was Executive Officer of the Rus- 
sian battleship Poltava until that vessel 
was disarmed, and who on Dec. 15 headed 
the party of seven Russians who left Port 
Arthur in a sailboat and arrived here Fri- 
day with dispatches, said to-night in an 
interview that Port Arthur was a desolate 
and, save for the firing of guns, a silent 
plate, 

“The Russians,” said he, ‘‘ are husband- 
ing their artillery ammunition, firing only 
when the effect will be certain. There are 
1¢,000 men in the line of forts, and their 
periods of rest are few. The Generals, ex- 
cept Gen. Stoessel, live in the forts. Every 
building in the town is more or less in- 
jured. 

“Gen. Stoessel has put the entire popula- 
tion on regular rations sufficient to last 
three months. The ammunition is suffi- 
cient to last much longer. I believe the 
Japanese will never take the fortress un- 
der present conditions. 


FLED FROM A HOSPITAL. 


“Port Arthur never looked more sepul- 
chral than on the night of Dec. 9, when the 
Japanese shells repeatedly hit a hospital, 
killing seven of the patients. Other patients 
who were not helpless, fearing for their 
lives, fled into the snow-covered streets. 
Clothed in their white hospital garments, 
maimed, crippled, and pallid, they made a 
ghostly show, and it was some time before 
the provost guard forced them to return to 
the hospital. A number died from exposure. 
The hospitals contain 8,000 patients. 

“The Sevastopol is the only warship that 
has not been disarmed. During the recent 
fighting some Japanese torpedo boats came 
in close to the harbor entrance. Gen. Stoes- 
sel notified Rear Admiral Wirenius to re- 
lieve the forts of the responsibility of re- 
pelling these attacks. Rear Admiral Wireni- 
us sent the Sevastopol to the outer road, 
where she anchored every night, return- 
ing to the harbor in the morning. The 
Sevastopol has been hit once superficially. 
She sank one of the Japanese torpedo 
boats near the harbor entrance. Rear 
Admiral Wirenius, while going out in the 
harbor to visit the battleship Retvizan, 
was slightly wounded in the arm by the 
fragment of a shell.” 

SLAUGHTER ON 208-METER HILL. 


Commander Mizzeneoff, who was wounded 
in the leg in the battle of 203-Meter Hill, 
described that battle as follows: 

“Since the Japanese began their attack 
on High Hill, which they call 203-Meter 
Hill, the fighting has been continuous, The 
steep and sandy slopes of the hill were 
streaked and dotted with snow when the 
Japanese began the battle, which was 
destined to furnish so many deeds of hero- 
ism that they became commonplace. There 
was so much slaughter that even Port 
Arthur’s war-hardened veterans shuddered 
at the sight. 

“The Japanese were compelled to clamber 
up the slopes of the hill, in many cases 
without firing, in the face of one of the 
most murderous deluges ever poured from 
rifles and machine guns. I was there, and 
it seemed to me that flesh-and blood would 
be unable to stand our fire for a minute. 

“The enemy went down in squads and 
companies, but there were always others 
grimly coming forward. Their bravery 
was beyond praise, as was that of our own 
men, Sometimes the fighting was hand-to- 
hand, bayonets being used as swords. 

“The sides of the hill were strewn with 
bodies and the snow was crimsoned with 
the blood of the wounded, some of whom 
had crawled into it, seeking in its coldness 
sureease for their dying agonies. 

“Eventually, as in similar instances 
which were to follow, we retired, leaving 
the work of driving the enemy from the 
summit to the resistless guns of the neigh- 
boring forts. 


SEIZED THE JAPANESE FLAG. 


“eee 

*“ One incident of this assault will remain 
forever impressed on my mind. When a 
Japanese standard-bearer reached the sum- 
mit and planted his flag a gigantic Rus- 
sian corporal left his retreating comrades 
and, rushing back, seized the flag, which 
he was tearing with his hands and teeth 
when he fell, pierced by several bullets, 

“When the Japanese retired under the 
artillery fire the Russians reoccupied the 
summit. 

‘““The second and third assaults were 
replicas of the first, although the second 
was the most ferocious, being nearly all 
hand-to-hand fighting, in which mercy was 
neither asked nor given. 

“A remarkable incident occurred in the 
third assault as the Russians, still facing 
the enemy, retreated. A Japanese stand- 
ard-bearer, holding his flag aloft, climbed 
the pinnacle and fell dead, clutching the 
colors. In his tracks another arose with 
the colors, only to fall instantly with a 
dozen wounds in his body. Six others fol- 
lowed, and met the same fate. At last, 
when the ninth man appeared, a Russian 
officer exclaimed: ‘Don’t shoot that fel- 
low with the flag! It will be planted any- 
how.’ 

“The Japanese adopted a curious ex- 
pedient, which assisted them greatly in the 
third assault. They prepated huge piles 
of wood, coal, and cornstalks, which they 
ignited, the wind being in the faces of the 
Russians. The resultant fire was immense, 
and the flames and smoke compeled the 
Russians to retire. 


A GHASTLY PICTURE. 


“The red glare from this fire disclosed a 
ghastly picture, more infernal than ever 
dreamed by Dante. The agsaults thus far 
had cost the Japanese easily 12,000 men, 
while our own losses were under 2,000. The 
sides of the hill were literally covered with 
dead and wounded. The trenches were 
rivulets of blood and every visible spot was 
dyed crimson. 

“*We might retake the hill,” said Gen. 
Stoessel, ‘ but it is not of sufficient import- 
ance to us to justify further sacrifice.’ 

‘Since then the responsibility for keeping 
the Japanese from occupying the hill in 
force or from mounting guns thereon has 
been left mainly to the shrapnel fire from 
other forts. Even the Japanese who simply 
use the hill to observe the harbor do so at 
great peril. 

“Following the third assault an armis- 
tice of five hours was agreed upon to bury 
the dead. In this task great speed was 
necessary. The Japanese undoubtedly 
made many awful mistakes, and beyond 
doubt heaps of bodies containing helpless 
wounded were shoveled in masses into the 
pits and trenchés.” 


A FRANK RUSSIAN ADMIRAL. 


Birileff Says He and His Confreres De- 
serve to Lose Their Heads. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18.—Admiral 
Birileff, who has gone to Libau to superin- 
tend the completion of war vessels still in 
the Baltic, in a witty and caustic letter to 
the press, has administered a rebuke to 
those naval officers who have been en- 
gaged in a controversy in the newspapers 
oe to the coer ae. nggacted 
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Special Exhibit of Useful Articles 
for The Holidays. 
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sky is strong enough to cope with Togo 
without reinforcements. 

Admiral Birileff expresses the affirmative 
opinion on this point, declaring that be- 
yond question the Japanese ships have suf- 
fered severely. Nevertheless he considers 
it to be absolutely vital to prepare a third 
squadron should it prove necessary to sup- 
port or replace the second squadron. 

The Admiral says every day's delay is a 
misdemeanor and every week’s a crime. It 
is the business of naval officers, therefore, 
to lay aside their pens till the war is over 
and attend to business. There is no time 
now to try to locate the blame for the fact 
that Russia’s navy was no better prepared. 

“As a matter of fact,’’ Admiral Birileff 
says, “‘ we are all guilty. If our heads are 
still on our shoulders it is due to the for- 
bearance of my long-suffering Emperor.”’ 


THE SEVASTOPOL HELPLESS. 


Disabling of Battleship Has Cost Two 
Japanese Torpedo Boats. 
TOKIO, Monday, Dec. 19.—The Japanese 
have lost two torpedo boats during all the 
operations against the battleship Sevasto- 

pol. 

The battleship was reported yesterday in 
advices from Port Arthur to be completely 
disabled. 


LONDON, Monday,. Dec. 19.—A dispatch 
from Tokio reports that the Japanese naval 
bembardment on Saturday sank a Russian 
torpedo boat at Port Arthur. 


BURNED JAPANESE TO DEATH. 


Russians Filled a Moat with Petroleum 
and Then Fired It. 


LONDON, Monday, Dec. 19.—The Daily 
Telegraph's Che-Foo correspondent quotes 
a messenger from the Japanese lines at 
Port Arthur, who says the Russians had 
prepared around the Pan-Lung fort a moat 


;e00 yards long and 30 feet wide, which they 


‘filled with petroleum to a depth of several 
feet, then covering it with wood and straw. 

In the course of an attack upon the fort 
early in December the Japanese storming 
party sank into this morass, which the 
Russians fired with an electric fuse. , 

The fierce conflagration lasted all night 
and day, and hundreds of Japanese were 
burned to death; but on the second night, 
the trench having dried up, the Jap- 
anese advanced in small detachments pro- 
tected by large wooden shields and en- 
gaged in a savage bayonet fight. 

The Japanese, the report continues, cap- 
tured the position and made prisoners of 
152 Russians, 


TO FREE RUSSIAN PEASANTS. 


Witte Recommends Measures to 
Complete the Emancipation Act. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Dec. 18.—To M. Witte, 
President of the Ministerial Council, to 
whom, as Chairman of the special com- 
mittee appointed in 1902 to investigate the 
question of the betterment of the con- 
ditions of rural enterprise and the general 
revision of the peasant laws, was confided 
the task of sifting the enormous mass of 
evidence collected, including the opinions of 
11,000 of the best qualified peasgnts, land- 
lords, merchants, and manufacturers, which 
filled several thousand volumes, has com- 
pleted the gigantic task. 

His conclusions, which have just been 
published, are in line with the most en- 
lightened opinion for ameliorating the peas- 
ants’ condition. These conclusions, which 
are understood to have the indorsement of 
Emperor Nicholas and Minister of the In- 
terior Sviatopolk-Mirsky, will, it is expect- 
ed, be adopted by the commission as the 
basis of new laws. 

The press hails the memorandum not only 


as @ victory in the direction of real na- 
tional progress, but as marking a definite 


shelving of the plan developed by the late 
Minister of the Interior de Plehve for ex- 
tending the powers of local officials over 
the peasants and increasing rather than 
decreasing the tutelage exercised over 
them. De Plehve’s purpose was to rush 
through a law before the commission could 
complete its labors. 

On all points M. Witte’s recommendations 
aim at the completion of the Emancipation 
Act of 1861 by ending the treatment of 
peasants as a class apart, providing a 
method by which they can free themselves 
torever from the soil and place themselves 
on an equality wiih all other classes of the 
population, and removing the restrictions 
upon initiative and enterprise which have 
heretofore crushed out all ambition. 

In order to accomplish this he propo.:es 
to abolish practically the whole system of 
laws applicable to péasants alone. At the 
same time the backward condition of the 
vast majority of the peasants and the fact 
that, if placed on a complete equality in 
the matter of the holding and disposing of 
property, they would soon become the prey 
of the shrewder among them, as well as of 
merchants who would like to possess their 
lands and keep them in a state of perpetual 
debt, are fully recognized. 

M. Witte therefore recommends the pre- 
servation of certain laws designed solely 
for the peasants’ protection, such as the 
inalienability of communal lands and in- 
stitutions. For the management of the one 
and for the freedom of the other from debt 
special laws will be recommended, supple- 
mented by methods whereby peasants may 
leave their communes under certain condi- 
tions or delimit lands for individual owner- 
ship. 

There is also in contemplation the or- 
ganization of a system of land credit and 
a scheme for the settlement of State lands 
by peasants who want larger opportunities. 

The press hails the memorandum with the 
greatest satisfaction, the Russ remarking: 

“Like a golden thread through it all 
runs consideration for the peasant as a 
citizen of the empire and no longer as a 
pariah.” 

The memorandum is 
with the draft prepared by de Plehve’s 
assistant, Stiskinsky, which disregarded 
entirely the opinions so laboriously col- 
lected by the commission, _

Report That She Evaded Duty on 
$200,000 Worth of Diamonds. 


DETECTIVES FOLLOW UP CLUES 


Scheme Said to Have Been Carried Out 
When She Took Party of Young 
Women on European Tour.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Secret Service 
detectives are at work on clues that seem 
to show that Mrs. Chadwick has been a 
smuggler of diamonds. Treasury authori- 
ties say they have received authentic tips 
that she brought in large quantities of dia- 
monds on which shé evaded payment of 
duties. 

The story is that Mrs. Chadwick took a 
party of ten young ladies from the best- 
known families in Cleveland society on a 
tour of Europe, the whole party traveling 
under the auspices of a well-known excur- 
sion agency. She paid $10,000 for the tick- 
ets for the whole party, and the young 
people were her guests. 

In France and Holland she is said to 
have made purchases of diamonds whose 
aggregate value was at least $200,000. She 
had not carried so much money with her, 
and cabled through the excursion agency 
for the amount. In due time a draft was 
sent to her. 

The person in New York who raised the 
$200,000 is understood to have made a non- 
committal statement to the Government 
officials which affords a basis for further 
investigation. The inquiry is being prose- 
cuted not only in New York and Cleveland, 
but also in Paris and The Hague. 

The diamonds were delivered to Mrs. 
Chadwick and carried by her through a part 
of the European tour. When the party 
came back to the United States it is said 
that the gems were divided up and placed 
as wearing apparel in the baggage of the 
young ladics, where they attracted little or 
no attention, and came through the Custom 
House safely. The Treasury officials say 
that Mrs. Chadwick herself apie 4 a 
diamonds in different parts of the pag 
and that the young women were who 
nocent of the scheme of smuggling. 

Some of the members of the party have 


been questioned about the affair, and all of 
them will be interrogated in the next few 


days.

FEAR FLOOD OF CHEAP CIGARS 


Sugar Interests of the West Will Also 
Oppose the Plan—President Will 
Press for Action. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—Determined op- 
position to the proposed reduction of the 
duty on sugar and tobacco imported from 
the Philippines has developed among those 
interested in the production of these com- 
modities in the United States. It is known 
that President. Roosevelt and Secretary Taft 
are anxious that Congress at this session 
shall pass an act to abolish the duties on 
all products imported from the Philippines 
with the exception of- sugar and tobacco. 
They would reduce the tariff on the two 


last-mentioned products to 25 per cent. of | 


the existing rates. 
It seems now to be the understanding that 


an effort shall be made in the House to 
bring in a relief‘ measure soon after ‘he 
holidays. The proposition of the President 
and Mr. Taft will encounter determined op- 
, osition, however. 

The main opposition will come from the 
tobacco trade. For six months a systematic 
campaign has been conducted by the Na- 
tional Cigar Leaf Tobacco Association to 
arouse the trade to the fact that the inter- 
ests of every one concerned are threatened 
by the proposed reduction. As a result the 
various associations have formed an alli- 
ance to fight the bill. They include the 
Havana Cigar Manufacturers’ Association 
of America, the National Association of Re- 
tail Cigar Dealers, the Independent Tobacco 
Manufacturers’ Association, the American 
Tobacco Growers’ Association, and local 
organizations of tobacco growefs, those 
especially in New England. 

In Philadelphia last week private confer- 
ences were held, at which representatives

of the various organizations were present, 
and the movement to work against any re- 
duction in the duty on Philippine tobacco 
was strengthened. 

The ground of opposition is that with 
cheap labor, cheap land, and a low margin 
oft tariff the tobacco industry of the Philip- 
pines will be stimulated to a degree which 
would demoralize and might even ruin the 
industry here. 

Tobacco-growing interests of the Con- 
necticut Valley, where Sumatra seed wrap- 
pers are grown, had a provision put in the 
Dingley bill imposing a duty of $1.50 a 
pound on Sumatra wrappers in addition to 
the ordinary duty of 35 cents per pound, a 
total of $1,85 per pound. Connecticut 
wrappers bring only about per 
pound. 

One of the reasons given in support of 
the measure is that the growing of -the 
Sumatra wrappet can be successfully trans- 
ferred to the Philippines if a lower duty is 
vranted. With the proposed duty it is 
teared the Philippines product would drive 
the Connecticut wrappers out of the mar- 

et, 

The other interest so deeply concerned is 
the National Cigar Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, composed principally of manufact- 
urers of cigars made entirely of domestic 
tobacco or of Havana filler and Sumatra 
wrapper, and selling from 10 cents down- 
ward. It is especially strong in Pennsyl- 
vania. Under the proposed reduction Ma- 
nila cigars could profitably be retailed in 
this country at from seven to ten for 25 
cents, while cheroots and stogies would be 
much cheaper.

‘From most quarters quieter condi- 
tions are again reported, but generally 
under influences natural to the time of 
year and without particular significance. 
One the whole the trade reports are fair- 
ly satisfactory, and the agricultural out- 
look is decidedly encouraging. 

“The grain market has been almost 
uniformly dull and prices are more or 
less under those of a week ago, except 
for maize, which is dearer. 

“The cotton trade continues to show 
normal and entirely satisfactory condi- 
tions. In the raw material the feature is 
the buying of American cotton in Liver- 
pool for shipment to the East. Spinners 
and manufacturers are doing well, al- 
new business has been less im- 
portant. 

‘In woolens and worsteds new busi- 
ness has been quieter in all departments, 
but most manufacturers have fair orders 
on hand both for home and foreign ac- 
count and the outlook is satisfactory. 
Ww foot continues scarce and very firm. 

‘In the iron and steel trades there has 
been iess general activity than of late, 
but no changes of a radical nature. The 
orders on hand insure satisfactory con- 
ditions in most directions for some time, 
and the indications are considered fa- 
vorable for continued export business. 

“Tinplate production is reported to be 
nearing the record in pre-McKinley days.

PRANKS OF THE GULF STREAM. 


Fleet of Sailing Vessels Practically 
Stalled Off Cape Hatteras. 


Special to The ] York Times. 

NORFOLK, Va., Dec. 18.—Expert hydrog- 
raphers are attempting to solve the problem 
of the Gulf Stream current, which prac- 
tically holds up ships bound south in pass- 
ing Hatteras, and hurries on their way all 
bound north. 

Capt. Hodden of the steamship Mon- 
mouth reported to the Hydrographic Of- 
fice that the Gulf Stream was running 
north at the rate of eighty miles in twenty- 
four hours. Ships bound for ports down 
the coast attempt to evade the influence of 
the inner currents by going out to sea as 
far practicable from the coast. 

Hy irographic officials say that the scope 
of the currents, whether they be of the 
Gulf Stream or air, controlled by the 
wind. A stiff easterly wind drives the 
Gulf Stream in further toward the coast, 
while a westerly wind makes its effects 
felt further out to sea.

| ARRAIGNS M’MACKIN 
FOR CHILD LABOR ABUSES 


Robert Hunter Appeals to Central 
, Federated Union. 


DELEGATES CALL FOR A REPLY 


Will Meet Christmas Day to Give Labor 


Commissioner a Hearing in 


His Own Behalf. 


Robert Hunter, President of the Child 
Labor Committee, and head worker of the 
University Settlement, received the privi- 
lege of the floor at yesterday's meeting of 
the Central Federated Union to talk on the 
alleged failure of State Labor Commis- 
sioner John McMackin to enforce child 
labor and factory inspection laws, He as- 
sailed Mr. McMackin to such an extent 
that, although next Sunday will be Christ- 
mas Day, the central body decided to meet 
and invite Mr. McMackin to appear to re- 
ply to the charges, Mr. Hunter promising 
aad be present. 

‘I want to say,” said Mr. Hunter, “ that 
the labor laws of this State, of which Mr. 
McMackin is supposed to have the en- 
forcement, are the best of the kind in the 
United States. A committee of citizens 
some years ago, raised $35,000, in order 
to have these laws passed and to see that 
they were enforced. The result in spite 
of ali this is that out of 2,600 cases only 
five have come before the courts—that is tb 
Say, that an attempt has been made only 
in five cases to enforce the law.’ 

Mr. Hunter said that by a remarkable 
coincidence the labor statistics showed that 
there were 2,000,000 children in the United 
States employed in factories, and there 
were the same number of unemployed men 
in the United States. When he went first 
to Mr. McMackin to complain that there 
were thousands of children employed un- 
der the age of fourteen years in the State, 
especially in the city, Mr. McMackin ex- 
cused himself by saying that the law was 
imperfect. The law was amended, but 
there were the same number of children 
employed under the legal age. Mr. Mc- 
Mackin’s excuse then, said Mr. Hunter, 
was that there were only thirty Factory 
Inspectors and it was impossible to enforce 
the law with such a small force. 

“ This’ was discouraging,’ continued Mr. 
Hunter, ‘‘and I was the last on the com- 
mittee to conclude that Mr. McMackin was 
merely a time-server or a seat-warmer. I 
went to Gov. Odell to see that more factory 
inspectors were appointed, and also went 
to District Attorney Jerome in this city. 
He was enthusiastic on the subject, and 
assigned a member of his staff to look 
after the prosecutions, but there were no 
cases brought to him, and only one com- 
plaint was made to the courts out of thou- 
sands of cases.”’ 

Mr. Hunter asserted that after many dis- 
couraging experiences the committee sent a 
man up the State to make special investi- 
gations. This man reported that the law 
was systematically violated. Children four, 
five, and six years of age were employed 
in the factories. Photographs were pro- 
cured also, showing the children at work. 


Two other investigators were sent, with 
the same result, 

‘*One of them,” he continued, ‘‘ suggest- 
ed that I should see Mr. McMackin, but I 
said, ‘No, I am through with John Mc- 
Mackin.’ The investigators found 300 chil- 
dren working in one factory under fourteen 
years of age. Children were employed in 
another factory belonging to a family, of 
whom one wus Mary, ed seven; one 
Henry, aged nine, anda litt e one aged four 
years, who earned 19 cents in a day. They 
found a little one three years of age em- 
ployed, and<in a matter-of-fact way the 
Superintendent said, ‘Of course, she can’t 
do very much.’ The new law is very little 
different from the old, and I can see no rea- 
son for Mr. McMackin's absolute failure to 
enforce it. Mr. McMuackin has also charge 
of the inspection of the fire-escapes in 
factories, There was a case where one 
large factory in Brooklyn was burned down, 
and a number of men and women were 
burned to death because it had no fire- 
escapes. It was found afterward that not 
a single inspection of this factory had 
taken place under the administration of Mr. 


McMackin.’ 

The Brooklyn Central Labor Union had 
already condemned Mr. McMackin, he said. 
and he wanted the other unions to do the 
same. He said he had no ill-feeling against 
Mr. McMackin personally, but he was after 
John McMackin * x hot foot.”’ 


URGE ARBITRATION FOR STRIKE, 


Textile éianiite Propose! to be Voted 
On by Unions at Fall River. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Dec. 18.—The Tex- 
tile Council voted to-day to submit an arbi- 
tration proposition for the settlement of the 
strike in the cotton mills to the individual 
unions, and in case of their approval, by 
a vote on Tuesday, to ask the Civic Feder- 
ation to choose a board of arbitration.

He stood in 
line with nearly 100 men. It is said that a 
man tried to get ahead of Whitman, and 
this caused Whitman to protest. There 
were half a dozen policemen around, 
among them Fannon. It is alleged that 
Fannon took the part of the man with 
whom Whitman was having the argument. 
When Whitman protested again, Farnnon 
pushed him violently. Whitman prctested. 

Fannon drew his club and, it is alleged, 
began to club the bookbinder in a brutal 
manner. Whitman received one crack 
after another on his head, and the police- 
man did not desist until the crowd cried 
“For shame! ** and Whitman fell, He bled 
profusely from his wounds. When he re- 
covered Fannon placed him under arrest 


on the charge of disorderly conduct and 
took him to the station house, where Am- 
bulance Surgeon Glynn of the Eastern Dis- 
trict Hospital was occupied for nearly an 
hour in bandaging the man’s head. 

Then Fannon took the man to the Lee 
Avenue Court, where Magistrate Hig- 
ginbotham, who had heard of Fannon’s 
clubbing proclivities, promptly dischar; ~: 

As the bookbinder was leav 
the courtroom he expressed his Geterminae 
tion of complaining to Police Commissioner 
McAdoo. 

Fannon is more than six feet tall and he 
has often figured in clubbing cases.

There was a slight increase in the mem- 
bership of the Alliance, from 1,964 to 2,002, 
during the year. The Treasurer’s reports 
showed a deficit of $9,000. By the end of 
the year the Alliance will be $14,000 in debt. 
The endowment fund has been increased 
since Andrew Carnegie’s gift of $25,000 by 
the $10,000 bequest of Simon Loeb. 

In conclusion, the report asks a more lib- 
eral support from the public, either by a 
greater number of annual contributors or 
the enlargement of the endowment fund, 
which now amounts to $200,000 to SAO u

RELIGION IN SCHOOLS 
SUBJECT OF A DEBATE 


Cockran Argues For and President 
Schurman Against It. 


BIG AUDIENCE FOR SPEAKERS 


Congressman Says State Should Main- 
tain Parochial Schools, Too—Is a 
Teacher a Good Religious Guide? 


NE WROCHELLE, Dec. 18.—The Winter 
session of the People’s Forum was opened 
here to-day with a debate on the subject, 
**Should Religious Instruction Be Given in 
the Public Schools?”” W. Bourke Cockran 
took the affirmative and President J. G. 
Schurman of Cornell spoke for the nega- 
tive. President Finley of the College of the 
City of New York presided, 

In order to provide room enoiigh for the 
audience the debate was held “in the New 
Rochelle Opera House. The cozy little thea- 
tre seats 1,200 comfortably, but its capacity 


was stretched a hundred or two more when 
President Finley introduced Mr. Cockran. 

Mr. Cockran said that it was a Govern- 
ment’s business to take an active interest 
in education, especially in the case of a 
democracy. He also said that, in his opin- 
ion, the State ought to inspect and main- 
tain schools, whether public or parochial. 

** Education,” he said, “‘ may quicken the 
good influences, but it may also quicken 
the bad, and here we seem to have arrived 
at the crook of the matter. There is a 
Word that to my way of thinking has done 
more to befuddle the mind of the average 
man than anything else. It is sectarian- 
ism. If inforcing religious instruction in 
the schools meant to expose a certain re- 
ligious propaganda I’d be the first to op- 
pose it. But the State has, to my way of 
thinking, no right to penalize the schools. 

“In giving the child religious instruc- 
tion and giving it none, the difference is 
apt to be this: There is a difference be- 
tween a man obeying the law because he 
fears it and in obeying the law because 
his moral nature has been built up to the 
point where he desires to obey it. Now, in 
my opinion, religious training in the 
schools does that. It really does the work 
of the State, and, as it does that, my idea 
is that all schools should be inspected by 
the State, and should be paid for the work 
which they do for the Government in the 
way of making good citizens. 

“As the system is at present the schools 
are agnostic in their character. No, I'm not 
contending that an agnostic ought not to 
have the same privilege as Jew, Catholic, 
or Presbyterian. I’m only contending that 
religious instruction is apt to make better 
citizens, and is therefore useful to the 
State, and as the State requires at least a 
minimum of education of its citizens it 
ought to pay for the benefit it gets. 

“At present the system seems to me to 
tend to making the public school the poor 
man’s schools. I may be criticised for this 
in the morning, but the men who will criti- 
cise me must admit, if they are honest, that 
they are not sending their children to the 
public schools. In all my acquaintance I 
don't know of one that ic. Ond to these rich 
men’s schools no attention seems to be paid 
at all. If a rich man’s son is seen to enter 
school that has a sign over it on’ which 
there is a sign over it on which there is the 
word ‘School’ that seems to be enough; 
nobody inquires whether he ever opened a 
book or not.”’ 

President Schurman began by saying: “I 
deny that our schools are agnostic and anti- 
Christian. I deny also that it is the custom 
of rich men to send their children to pri- 
vate schools. At least it does not apply to 
be. I have four'in the public school al- 
ready, and there are more to follow. [Ap- 
plause.] 

*“* My idea is that the State should not in- 


terfere in the religious instruction at all. 
If, as Mr. Cockran says, religious training 
tends to make a better citizen of a man, 
and I am heartily in accord with him, why 
ean not a child be taught it at home or at 
church? What one of inl here does not be- 
lieve that a child’s religious principles are 
best taught by its mother or by its priest. 

“There is another consideration. The 
themes of reliigon are the highest which 
the human mind grapples with. We are all 
pretty well agreed on the principles of 
arithmetic, grammar, and the like, but 
when it comes to religious dogmas we all 
differ in one way or another. Would you 
be willing—come now, be honest—that your 
child’s religious training should be left to 
the average teacher? Is it not better in 
the hands of a child’s parents or of its 
priest or pastor? 

*‘] further oppose the system Mr. Cock- 
ran espouses because experience had proved 
that it is a failure. We all know what it 
proves to be in France, and we know what 
t is in England.”

PLATT COMES HERE 
TO FIGHT FOR DEPEW 


Relies on Leaders in the Southern 
Tier Counties. 


HE EXPECTS TO MEET ODELL 


Many Votes Said to Depend Upon Hig- 
gins’s Appointment of Public 
Works Superintendent. 


Senator Platt arrived from Washington 
yesterday to plan with his followers to ac- 
complish the re-election of Senator Depew 
if possible. He went. to the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, where he expects to confer with 
the men favorable to the Depew candidacy. 
Senator Platt intends to meet Gov. Odell, 
also, but it is said that whether the Gov- 
ernor will go to him or he will have to go 
to the Governor has not developed. 

Since the conferences at the Republican 
Club, which were attended by Odell men 
largely, Senator Platt has been desirous to 
have a show-down on the Depew side. He 
has not ceased to resent the statement that 
the southern tier counties were represented 
at the meetings of last week, when Dunn, 
Fassett, Dwight, and Ray were absent. 

The Platt men are said to expect that 
Senator Depew will obtain support even 
from sections where Senator Platt is not 
strong. The passing in and out of leaders 
to the Platt apartments for the sake of 
“gratifying the old man ’” is not the pro- 
gramme this time, and the contest is ex- 
pected to decide the struggle between the 
Republicans who acknowledge Odell as su- 
preme leader and those who prefer to coun- 
sel with Senator Platt, though not denying 
Gov. Odell’s grip on the leadership. 

Congressman-elect J. Sloat Fassett, Con- 
gressman John W. Dwight, Judge George 
W. Ray, George W. Dunn, and a score more 
are expected to lead the procession toward 
the Platt-Depew headquarters. Dwight 
controls Tompkins, Dunn controls Broome, 


ssett Chemung, and Ray Chenango. 
William Barnes, Jr., of Albany controls 


his county. Schenectady is in his Congres- 
sional district. John N. Parker, leader of 
Schenectady, no doubt would like to stand 
well with Mr. Barnes, but if Mr. Boyd is 
appointed head of Public Works Mr. Parker 
might change. He is now a Division Super- 
intendent. Thomas Wheeler, leader of 
Oneida, is supposed to control at least 
three of the Oneida votes, and his place 
in the canal service is said to be of im- 


portance to him. 

The disposition of the office of Superin- 
tendent of Public Works by Governor-elect 
Higgins may have a very important bear- 
ing on the Benatorship. If an out-and-out 
Higgins man is appointed, no doubt Mr. 
Parker and Mr. Wheeler can play politics 
on their own account, despite the generally 
accepted belief that Mr. Wheeler is with 
Odell on all points. 

Many of the legislators can maintain 
regularity though voting for Senator De- 
og Fi if it appears that Gov.-elect Higgins 
s for him or will not do anything to favor 
the interests of ex-Gov. Black. 

Gov. Odell will come to the city Wednes- 
day. He is to speak at the New England 
Society dinner that night in Brooklyn.

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BY THEIR FRIENDS. 


President RoosEVELT and all Repub- 
licans of light and leading have repeat- 
edly declared that the tariff, if it is ever 
revised, must be revised by its friends. 
The Hon. GrorGe Raines, author of the 
odious vice-compelling law which bears 
his name, declares that if it is to be 
amended the work must be done by its 
friends. Now, Mr. Cassatt, President of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, has had a 
prolonged conference with the President, 
and his presence at the White House 
gives rise to the conjecture that an at- 
tempt is making to persuade the Presi- 
dent that if the laws relating to railroads 
are to be revised the revision must be 
accomplished by their friends—that is, by 
the friends of the railroads. One Wash- 
ington dispatch affirms, indeed, that the 
President spurns the suggestion of a bi- 
partisan Inter-State Commerce ( 
If Congress extends the range of 
the commission’s powers as he desires he 
will ask that the salaries be increased, 
and he will then appoint a commission of 
expert railroad men, the best he can get 
in the country. 

The American who pays 
all charges, whether they be levied at 
railroad freight depots or at United 
States Customs Houses, beginning 
anxiously to inquire why he and his 
friends are excluded from the revising 
function. He would rather take the 
chance of a private interview with his 
railroad freight agent, who would be im- 
pressed by a threat to take his commodi-

ties to the rival line over the river, than 
to rest his hopes upon an appeal to or an 
argument before three or five freight 
agents organized as an Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission in Washington. Like- 
wise he would be better pleased if his 
Congressman would pay some regard to 
his views concerning tariff revision, in- 
stead of obeying always the protected in- 
terests or the House leaders, who never 
fail to obey them. 

It is said that the President feels that 
the railroad rate issue is more urgent 
than the issue of tariff reform. It is an 
issue more easily “‘ pushed,” we have no 
doubt, and one involving fewer political 
dangers. Half a dozen railroad men who 
never were the real friends of the Presi- 
dent, and never professed friendship save 
for a few months during the campaign, 
possess nothing like the power for mis- 
chief and disturbance that is vested in 
the mighty beneficiaries of protection, 
defended at all points as they are by 
Senators and members of Congress, who, 
when the President began to talk about 
revising the tariff, at once let it be known 
openly that he could proceed along that 
path only at the risk and peril of break- 
ing with them. 

A study of probabilities at the Nation- 
al capital, we think, will convince any 
qualified observer that the policy of in- 
action is supported by its friends with 
an enthusiasm exhibited for no other. 
There is to be no tariff revision, no rail- 
road rate legislation, not even any ship 
subsidies, which would be a little too im- 
pudent in the face of the thwarted de- 
mand for lower duties. Nothing but the 
appropriations, that is the policy which 
has most friends at Washington. 


BRITISH SEA POWER. 


Mr. LINN Bruce’s suggestion at the 
meeting on Friday in favor of arbitra- 
tion that the best guarantee of peace is 
the power of the combined British and 
American Navies is perhaps not so para- 
doxical as at first sight it seems. It is at 
any rate true that the recent dispositions 
of the British Navy indicate that the 
British authorities fear no trouble in the 
near future from 
France. Their naval redistribution has 
been made, unmistakably and almost os- 
tensibly, 
ing naval power of Germany, attending 
the increasing pressure of German mari- 
time rivalry. 

BISMARCK’s famous dismissal of the 
chance of war between Great Britain and 
Germany, upon the ground that such a 
war would be an inconceivable conflict 
between an elephant and a whale, has 
lost some of its force. Great Britain is 
no more formidable on land than in his 
time. But Germany is far more powerful 
on the sea. It is true that a war in 
which, according to a British cynic, the 
greatest British victory possible would 
be “the recapture of Heligoland,” ‘would 
be a war almost more ridiculous than 
atrocious. But it has become increasing- 
ly plain that the German neutrality in 
the present war in the Far East has 
been, if not officially, yet as a matter of 
popular sentiment, highly benevolent 
toward Russia. If the ambitions which 
resulted in the seizure of Kiao Chau con-

tinue to prevail in Germany, it is plain 
that they are far mote likely to be sat- 
isfied by a Russian than by a Japanese 
triumph. In fact, a Japanese triumph 
would be the death blow to them. None 
of the great military Powers can make 
or alter its dispositions without consid- 
ering the possible complications which 
the war may involve, and the new align- 
ments it may necessitate. Such a con- 
sideration upon the part of the Power 
which has already announced that what 
it wanted in the Far East was “ not ter- 
ritory but trade” necessarily leads to a 
contemplation of the possibility of the 
appearance of Germany as an ally of Ja- 
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life compared to those of village or coun- 
try homes of a corresponding class. 
Perhaps the safest estimate is that in 
education as in business the opportuni- 
ties of the city are greater and the risks 
of the country are fewer and less. But 
there is no question that the general feel- 
ing throughout the Union favors the city.

WHITE MOUNTAIN FOREST RESERVE. 


The bill of Senator GALLINGER, which 
was introduced a year ago and has just 
been favorably reported without amend- 
ment, to secure a forest reserve in the 
White Mountains of New Hampshire, 
seems to be a careful and well-considered 
measure, and certainly has an excellent 
object. 

The White Mountains, or the White 
Hills, as the late Starr K1nG happily des- 
ignated them, are in many regards one 
of the most attractive regions ef the 
Eastern States. The scenery. is very 
beautiful and varied. The hills, though 
of no great height, are extremely pictur- 
esque in form and grouping. The views 
to be enjoyed from the different parts 
have a most unusual range of charm, The 
climate is bracing and wholesome. The 
region is easily accessible, and in the 
season is thronged with visitors, many of 
whom have their Summer homes there, 
where they from four to seven 
months of the year. The mountains were 
formerly covered with a rich and varied 
forest growth, which was at once a 
source of real wealth to the people and a 
protection of great value (o the streams, 
affecting beneficially the climate and the 
rainfall of a vast arew of country. 

Much of the beauty and still more of 
the utility of the region has been de- 
stroyed by the wasteful cutting of the 
forests, largely due to the stupid stimu- 
lation of the tariff on lumber and on 
wood pulp. Under proper regulation 
every dollar taken from the wooded 
lands in the White Mountains could have 
been secured without impairing the value 
or the attraction of the forests. Under 
such regulation this attractiveness and 

value can be restored and greatly en- 
hanced. This is the purpose of Senator 

FALLINGER’S bill, which is strongly sup- 
ported not only in New Hampshire, where 
the mountains may be reckoned as a 

precious asset, but throughout the coun- 
try wherever the subject is understood. 
It provides for the purchase by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture of a forest reserve 
not exceeding 1,000,000 acres, or 1,600 
square miles, to reforest clearings, to 
regulate the cutting of trees, and to pro- 
tect and perpetuate existing forest. He 
must act in accordance with the laws of 
New Hampshire on the subject of ced- 
ing the lands. His power to contract for 
such purchase is limited to the sum of 
$5,000,000, and he can condemn the lands 
desired where the owners will not con- 
sent to observe regulations for the use 
and control of the forests. We know of 
no way in which so valuable and lasting 
a service to the public could be accom- 
plished at less expense.

CITY AND COUNTRY YOUTH. 


There is undoubtedly a good deal of 
truth in the plea for the city as against 
the country made by President FInuey in 
his address of Saturday at the Cooper 
Union. It may be a rather strong state- 
ment, that 
the moral atmosphere even in such a city 
as this is much superlor to the moral at- 
mosphere of the average city East or West, 
but it is probably true that a family in 
which the moral atmosphere is sound has 
many advantages for the protection and 
stimulation of the moral qualities of its 
children in the city which it does not 
have in the village or small town. On the 
other hand there are advantages in the 
latter not to be found in the former. In 
either case very much depends—in early 
childhood nearly all depends—on the fam- 
ily and on the nature of the influences of 
the home. Given the same soundness and 


| sweetness in these, it is not easy to cal- 


culate with accuracy which is the en- 
vironment in which youth, boys or girls, 
can be guided and aided most readily and 
surely toward the right paths, 

For the city we have, as Dr. Finupy 
clearly pointed out, greater scope and 
variety of opportunity. The schools are 
more numerous; they are usually better; 
counsel, instruction, illumination from 
trained and gifted minds are accessible— 
Dr. FINLEY is a shining example—galler- 
ies, museums, libraries, organizations for 
mental help and guidance are many, and 
through the large mass of young minds 
there is sent the invigorating sense of 
sympathy and emulation and mutual in- 
citement. With these obvious advantages 
there go some drawbacks. It is not so 
easy in the city to obtain the concentra- 
tion and directness of effort. There is 
more distraction. Family and social ties 
are more readily broken or interfered 
with. Intimate influence on the part of 
parents, of teachers, of ministers and 
religious teachers, is in a measure more 
difficult and less efficient. Standards of 
conduct and of sentiment and belief can- 
not be maintained with the same defi- 
niteness. Nor is the distraction for the 
young alone. The task of the parents 
is exposed also to be much interrupted 
from the occupations, the obligations, 
and the pleasures that present them- 
selves at every moment. The mere phys- 
ical conditions of the average city home 
are contracted and ill-adapted to family | 


sive, 


out to be a pretty bad one, but it is con- 
stantly made and with increasing fre- 
quency. Whether it is a wise choice or 
not depends almost entirely, where it is 
“made by the parents, upon the way in 
which the parents avail themselves of 
the new and wider opportunities and the 
care, fidelity, and good sense with which 
they discharge their functions. The key 
to the situation is the home, and if it be 
the right sort of a home it will unlock 
most difficulties. In some regards it costs 
more pains and effort to form and pre- 
serve in its full beneficent influence a 
good home in the city than in the village. 
But it can be done, and the returns will 
always be adequate. No elaboration of 
organization for education, no multipli- 


+ cation of means of instruction and intel- 


lectual aid will offset neglect or folly or 
selfish indulgence in the home. They do 
greatly add to the opportunities of the 
youth who come to them from rightly 
conducted, rightly conceived and inspired 
homes. 


THE AFRIKANDERS. 


The funeral of Pau KRUGER naturally 
and almost necessarily became the occa- 
sion for an impressive statement of the 
problem of South Africa from the point 
of view of the Afrikanders. This result 
was precipitated by the publication for 
the occasion of what may be called the 
ex-President’s political testament. There 
was no matter for surprise in this docu- 
ment. Hatred for the British domination 
bad been the ruling passion of the testa- 
tor’s life, and it was strong in death. And, 
in spite of all that his enemies had been 
able to say against him, he was to the 
last recognized as the guide, if no longer 
the ruler, of his own people. That he had 
enriched himself out of the opportunities 
of his position did not weaken the alle- 
giance of the burghers of the Transvaal. 
They regarded that enrichment as what 
in truth it was, a spoiling of the Egyp- 
tians. It was from the Outlanders and 
not from the Afrikanders that his fortune 
was derived, and the exactions which en- 
riched him were also made the means of 
alleviating the public burdens of the 
burghers. Neither were the burghers 
alienated by the fact that their leader 
steadfastly opposed the modernization of 
his country, and the assimilation of it to 
the rest of the civilized world. It is quite 
true, as we have had occasion to say be- 
fore, that he played the part of the As- 
syrian image, exhumed from Nineveh, jp 
ROssETTI'S poem— 


And, as that Bull-god, once did stand 

And watched the burial clouds of sand, 

Till these at last, without a hand, 

Rose o’er his eyes, another land, 

And blinded him with destiny; 

but this inert resistance to progress did 
nothing to estrange his people. In fact, 
it is questionable whether the capital 
British blunder was not to fail in trying 
to hasten the inevitable course of des- 
tiny, instead of suffering it to accomplish 
itself “without a hand.” That KRUGER 
remains a popular hero in the Transvaal 
need not astonish any American who is 
aware that still, after forty years, JEF- 
FERSON Davis remains a popular hero 
throughout a great part of “the States 
lately in rebellion.” 

Nevertheless, the proceedings at the 
formal funeral of the Boer leader gave 
gratifying evidence that the faces of the 
burghers are turned toward the future 
and not toward the past. While they par- 
take the aspirations for “nationality” 
with which KrvuGER lived and died, they 
have abandoned the notion, not only of 
j olitical independence, but of ethnical ex- 
clusiveness. The Afrikander may be of 
British as well as of Dutch descent. So 
much seems to be made clear by the 
speeches of such Boer leaders as BoTHa, 
De WET, and SCHALKBURGER. In other 
words, the present Boer leaders are not 
*‘ unreconstructed,” es it was the glory 
of the late Boer leader to remain. 

To the sentiment thus modified and 
thus voiced it behooves the British Gov- 
ernment to give heed. That will be all 
the easier now that Mr. CHAMBERLAIN, 
whose policy of “brusquing things” 
made him the marplot of South African 
affairs, is no longer a member of that 
Government. His appointment of Lord 
MitneR to be British Viceroy in South 
Africa was made upon grounds directly 
opposed to the policy of conciliation in 
which the Boer leaders show their dispo- 
sition to meet the British Government 
half way. For there is little question that 
Lord MILNER owed his appointment to 
the fact that, after Ceci, RHopgEs and 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN himself, he was the 
Englishman best hated by the Dutch 
Afrikanders. The Government has, in- 
deed, no choice but to comply with the 
Afrikander sentiment; no choice, that is, 
except a continued military occupation of 
South Africa by an overwhelming force. 
The natural increase of the population is 
all in favor of the Dutch preponderance, 
and this preponderance can be overcome 
only by immigration. But it is already 
clear that South Africa is not destined to 
be a favorite destination for British emi- 
grants, still less if the coolie labor de- 
sired by the Outlanders is to be author- 
zed. In fact, as the troubles of Great 
Britain have come from paying too much 
attention to the demands of the Outland- 
fap 98 against the Afrikanders, the rent- 
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edy for them may hopefully be sought in 
paying less attention to the former and 
more to the latter. The Outlanders in the 
Transvaal are like the Spaniards in 
America in the sixteenth century. Their 
only care is to strip the country of its 
mineral wealth in metal and precious 
stones with the utmost expedition, after 
which the condition of the country will 
cease to interest them. The interests of 
the Afrikanders, on the other hand, alike 
of British and of Dutch descent, are 
bound up, for their posterity as well as 
for themselves, with the welfare of the 
country, and it is to them accordingly 
that the development of South Africa 
may most safely be intrusted. 

CHRISTMAS AND THE CHILDREN. 

The Children’s Aid Society appeals to 
the men and women of this city for sub- 
stantial assistance to enable it to bestow 
Christmas comforts upon the needy chil- 
dren who are under its care. The enroll- 
ment in the industrial schools of the so- 
ciety is nearly fourteen thousand. Among 
these the society hopes to satisfy, in some 
degree at least, a craving which at this 
season is well-nigh universal. 

Besides the children in its schools, the 
lodging houses of the society shelter 
nightly a goodly number of homeless 
boys. The farm school, to which boys of 
the street are sent to undergo a fitting 
and testing process, before homes are 
found for them in the Wes:, is another 
useful auxiliary. Thirty dollars will pre- 
pare such boys for a permanent home in 
some sympathetic household in the coun- 
try, and twenty dollars additional will 
pay for individual transportation. 

Another practical methed of bestowing 
assistance is in providing dinners for the 
children in the society’s schools. The ma- 
jority of them are without sufficient food, 
and the warm dinners given daily during 
the Winter months dre a means of un- 
questionable good. It is the desire of the 
Children’s Aid Society to bring such com- 
forts within the reach of the thousands 
for whom it holds itself responsible. Con- 
tributions may be sent to Mr. C. LorING 
Brace, Secretary, 105 East Twenty-sec- 
ond Street, or to Mr. A. B. HEPBURN, 
Treasurer, Chase National Bank, New 
York City. 
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TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——A reader, possibly acute, and possibly 
only ingenious, offers what he calls a 
reasonable answer to our recent inquiry 
why the general inclination of the public 
seems to be to regard the Chadwick case 
as a humorous one and to give no sym- 
pathy at all to her unhappy victims. This 
view is taken, he says, because of the 
widespread knowledge that “if an honest 
tran, with a straight, honest proposition, 
had approached the bankers who yielded so 
easily to the wiles of the siren, he would, 
ninety-nine times out of a hundred, have 
been turned down with a shock severe 
enough to upset his whole system. Yet this 
shrewd woman (with some shrewd man be- 
hind her, you may be sure,) can make 
LARRY SUMMERVILLE and his confréres look 
like the proverbial thirty cents.’’ In other 
words, our correspondent holds that there 
is a widespread and well-founded antipathy 
against bankers and a consequent enjoy- 
ment of their mishaps, even when the mis- 
haps take the form of losses inflicted by a 
swindler. He is right, we suppose, as to 
the existence of some such feeling in the 
minds of a considerable number of people, 
but he is certainly wrong in assuming as 


| its cause the habitual treatment by bank- 


ers of honest men with straight, honest 
propositions. The common antagonism to 
borrowers, as borrowers, is not shared by 
bankers. On the contrary, they view the 
would-be borrower as a source of profit, 
which he is to nobody else, and naturally 
they treat him better than anybody else 
does. But they do insist—when they are 
good bankers—that the borrower should give 
adequate security, and, whether they are 
good bankers or bad ones, they want their 
money back at the promised time. Also, 
they take vigorous measures to get it back, 
and usually succeed. Now, the human mind 
is so constructed that the payment of bor- 
rowed money is an operation very different 
from and more painful than direct expendi- 
ture for goods or for services received, and 
to the payment of interest on borrowed 
money there lingers in all of us not con- 
stantly engaged in financial matters a sub- 
conscious and instinctive hostility that very 
often transmutes itself into dislike for the 
lender. - The dun for borrowed money is 
of all duns by far the most offensive, the 
borrower’s unformulated theory apparently 
being that the man rich enough to lend to 
a needy friend is a fellow of loathsome 
meanness if he insists on getting his own 
again or if he even attempts to hasten its 
return. But the dislike of bankers as 
bankers does not fully explain the extent 
to which the humor of “ CassIz’s” doings 
overshadows all their other features in the 
public’s judgment. There is more to it 
than that. 


——Attention is called by American Medi- 
cine of Philadelphia to the well-known, but 
rarely noticed, fact that medical students, 
though they devote themselves to a career 
of great cordially recognized advantage to 
humanity, are of all students least helped 
by the generous and wealthy in the acquire- 
ment of their particularly expensive educa- 
tion. In fact, it can be said with a close 
approach to truth that he is not helped at 
all. “Every other student,” we are told, 
“not only of divinity, but even of classic 
erudition, finds lands, endowments, and 
scholarships, free tuition, libraries, ready 
to help him in his earnest and serious aims. 
The medical student is as poor as the best 
of them, and yet, without exception, he has 
to pay, and pay a high price, for his tuition; 
there are no scholarships for him. In view 
of the fact that his lifework is in the inter- 
est of the community and nation, and far 
more valuable to it than that of any other 
of the educated classes, it is a strange and 
morbid blindness to treat him in this way.” 
It does seem a bit hard, and yet does Ameri- 
con Medicine really want the path to a doc- 
tor’s diploma. made smoother and broader, 
so that more—and weaker—boys may travel 
it? With all the difficulties that now in- 
cumber that road, it is rather more than 
sufficiently frequented, if one may believe 
the stories one is always hearing from 
members of the profession and their jour- 
nals as to the cruel competition due to over- 
crowding. On the other hand, is it not pos- 
sible that there would be less of truth in 
other stories as to the contents and output 
of theological seminaries in particular and 
of colleges in genéral if their students were 
not the recipients of a too generous—char- 
ity? The medical student has his troubles, 
no doubt, and many of them would be re- 
moved if the demands upon his often slen- 
der purse were decreased, but there is no 
slightest element of humiliation in his 
troubles, and the qualities he gains by con- 
quering them without assistance are not 
the least part of his professional equipment. 
It is the happy fortune of the doctor to 


grant favors, not to receive them, and he New York, Dec. 17, 1904. 


shoula be—and is, when he stops to think— 
the last to lament that he is the dispenser 
of largess, not its dubiously benefited bene- 
ficiary. 


—wWe are more than a little worried by 
the way the Peace Conference people are 
treating the American flag. Most excel- 
lent people are they, withthe best and high- 
est of intentions—people that have all our 
sympathies and several of our hopes—and 
their cause is great as well as noble, but 
somehow or other we do not “feel” their 
right to make the American flag merely 
a part of their special flag, or the need 
that even they should give that flag a 
broad white border and write upon it an 
inscription of their own. We are not of 
those who treat the flag as a fetich; we 
could have endured various uses of it by 
business men and others that have caused 
much pain to certain of our contemporaries 
and led to the passage of stringent laws 
against such uses; we have no tremors 
when/ it is raised by our political an- 
tagonists—or allies; but we do suffer from 
assorted twinges, none of them pleasurable, 
when we see the flag changed in any way 
by anybody for any purpose, good, bad, or 
indifferent. The American flag stands for 
peace, but it has also stood for war on 
more than one occasion, and, in the estima- 
tion of many of us, it is still an entirely 
adequate and admirable representation of 
our national ideals and aspirations. Until 
many more people than now believe that 
even defensive wars are necessarily un- 
righteous the flag requires no such addi- 
tions as the conference has given it. 


—-There is enough of significance in the 
savage and gory oaths devised by the Mor- 
mon leaders for impressing and cowing 
their first ignorant followers to make it 
of some importance that the exact word- 
ing of the oaths should be extorted from 
the more or less reluctant witnesses now 
under examination in Washington, but 
there is a chance that this importance will 
be exaggerated—and in the end destroyed— 
if the inquisitors dwell upon them too long 
and too seriously. Not for many a day, if 
ever, has there been any real intention to 
punish the betrayal of Mormon secrets in 
accordance with the horrid provisions of 
these formulae, and for people with strong 
nerves they are probably much closer to 
the ridiculous than to the terrific. Empty 
threats approaching these in barbarity 
are to be found in the ceremonies of other 
secret organizations than that of the Mor- 
mons, and it does not hasten the curing 
of real evils when attention is too long 
distracted to the hoarse bow-wows of 
antiquated ceremony. 


MR. LOWELL ON GAS. 


Corrects Report of His Attitude at City 
Club Meeting. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Your report of the late City Club meeting 
where Col. Monroe made a set attack upon 
the lighting companies and I made a short 
reply, was unjust to me in stating a half 
truth which, as is so often the case, was 
an error. 

I was made to say in my remarks de- 
nouncing the action of Col. Monroe and 
others of the late city administration in re- 
fusing to pay the city gas bills because I 
claimed it put the city in a dishonest and 
dishonorable position, that I said that I 
did so “‘ solely as a stockholder in the gas 
companies.”’ 

The facts are that toward the end of my 
remarks I referred to the low price charged 
for lighting and keeping in order the ordi- 
nary city gas post lamp, viz., $15.75 for a 
whole year of attention and gas supply; 
that I said that there was no substantial 
profit in that price under the present con- 
ditions; that if any gentleman present 
would like to take the contract of lighting 
from one to a huridred gas lamps off the 
hands of the companies he would be wel- 
come to it; this I qualified by adding that 
I felt that I was sure of this, though I did 
not represent the companies but “spoke 
only as a stockholder” familiar with the 
facts, 

As I had said in beginning that I spoke 
as a land owner and taxpayer who was 
also a stockholder in gas companies and 
acquainted with the facts, but whose in- 
terests as a land-owning taxpayer had al- 
ways been much greater than his interests 
as a stockholder, the condensation which 
applied my words as to any one being, I 
thought, welcome to share in the $15.75 gas 
lamps contract, to my whole remarks, was 
a fine instance of how the telling of but a 
half a truth, however unintentional, can 
work out the worst kind of an untruth.

THE HUNGARIAN BEAR GARDEN. 


An Appeal for Impartial Judgment of 
the Disturbances In Budapest. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

For the benefit of an impartial judgment 
and “‘altera pars” you will be certainly 
fair enough to give space for a few little 
remarks in reference to your article head- 
ed ‘‘ The Hungarian Bear Garden.”’ 

It is obvious that things are differently 
judged in foreign countries, and one should 
think unprejudicially. But seldom they fit 
the case exactly. Especially the American 
newspapers are mostly one-sided and look 
to the ‘“ yellow-point.”’ Therefore com- 
ments dealing with such occurrences as 
happen at present in the Hungarian Par- 
Hament, transgressing in their explanation 
and couched in hurting superlatives, must 
be forgiven, considering the well-known 
American harshness and the unrestrainable 
pleasure in drawing up comparisons like in 
the article of yours. Your article artis- 
tically arranged all thorns that possibly 
could be set to form a wreath. The aver- 
age American will look upon Hungary in 
the sense of your writing to the great.sor- 
row of the Hungarians of this country. 

The outbreak in the Hungarian Parlia- 
ment is certainly not due to the alleged 
adaptableness or inclination to Russian 
methods on the side of the Hungarians. The 
whole affair results out of supersensitive 
esteem and veneration to the old Hungarian 
Constitution, one article of which—dealing 
with the extension of sessions—is about to 
be changed. The opposition, however, 
sticks closely to the old form, not on ac- 
count of adversity to work, but solely with 
the firm desire to prevent the establish- 
ment of a dangerous precedent. You know 
very well that Hungary is the nation 
of the best lawyers and jurists, and noth- 
ing but necessity compelled them to be al- 
ways on their guard and to be alertly equal 
to the case. 

Now, whether the weapons used are justi- 
fied or not, that is for the historian to de- 
cide, but by no means the “free fight’’ 
shows constitutional unfitness. History 
proves what Hungary did in the past cent- 
uries, and you may be at ease that this 
thousand-years old kingdom will never 
shrink even in comparative importance. 

A few facts now. The language used in 
the Hungarian Parliament is the Hun- 
garian, and no Deputy is obliged to know 
but this language. The very few Croat, 
have the right of using their language, but 
they af@ not avail themselves of that privi- 
lege and speak also Hungarian. 

Furthermore Hungary has about 9,000,000 
Hungarians, (Magyars,) and the other na- 
tionalities may mostly also be counted as 
such, (making a total of 18,000,000, accord- 
ing to the last census.) Two more genera- 
tions and this great nation, this much- 
wronged wedge between barbarism and 
civilization, will after ull troubles stand and 
shine in its old glory.

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WARE LEFT WASHINGTON 
TO REST AMID CYCLONES 


Storm of Anathema from Outraged 
Clerks Speeded I‘is Departure. 


HE HAD MADE THEM HUSTLE! 


Even Poesy Lost Its Charm When He 
Sought to Introduce Business Meth- 
ods Into the Pension Office.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—‘‘ Why 
you write poetry any more?”’ 

“As I grow older,’’ responded Pension 
Commissioner Ware, “I find that I can 
cuss better in prose.” 

With this parting aphorism he shook the 
snow of Washington from his feet and de- 
parted for Kansas. 

“I am going back to Kansas,” said he, 
“to rest among the cyclones. Oh, yes, I 
have had several years in the Pension 
Office, and I think I shall find the cyclones 
restful.”’ 

He has gone, and left behind him a 
memory much execrated by Government 
clerks and much admired by persons who 
like to see Government work done like 
other work. His unpopularity is of the 
same kind that is enjoyed by every official 
who tries to have a fair day’s work ren- 
dered for a fair day’s pay in the Govern- 
ment service. This city takes its tone from 
the Government clerks; the newspapers here 
breathe their ideas, and a man of the Ware 
type is bound to be regarded as a tyrant. 

There have been other Wares. Auditor 
Morris was killed by an indignant and out- 
raged clerk after having tried to introduce 
businesslike methods in his department, 
and the prevailing opinion was that an un- 
righteous tyrant was gone. Assistant Sec- 
retary Vanderlip resigned from the Treas- 
ury Department after threats had been 
made against his life by outraged and in- 
dignant clerks, Gen. Ainsworth staggers 
under a heavy burden of odium; so did 
Pension Commissioner Evans, and so did 
Secretary Gage, under whose inhuman ad- 
ministration a time clock was introduced 
in the Treasury Department. The indig- 
nant and outraged clerks went to Con- 
gress to have the infamous thing removed. 


THE WASHINGTON POINT OF VIEW. 


It is a little hard for an outsider to get 
the Washington viewpoint, There are 
plenty of clerks who work hard and do 
their best, but the tone of the town is that 
a Government job is not a lifework, but 
a gift. When Gen. Ainsworth introduced 
the rule that clerks in his bureau must 
Stay there until 4 o’clock, the hour for clos- 
ing, a mighty protest went up against this 
unheard-of inhumanity. The women clerks 
held a mass meeting and sent a spokeswo- 
man to Ainsworth. 

She asked Ainsworth if he had considered 
the fact that if the women clerks went out 
at the same hour with the men clerks they 
might be jostled in the corridors by the 
latter, who would naturally be hurrying 
home. Doubtless he had not considered it, 
and would, on its being pointed out to him, 
restore the immemorial privilege of going 
home a half hour before closing time to 
the women clerks, at least. 

*““Madam, I had not considered it,” said 
Ainsworth. “ But what you say is very 
true. I suggest that you and the other 
ladies who do not want to be jostled re- 
main in your offices until one minute past 
4 I will guarantee that at that hour you 
will not be jostled in the corridors by any- 
thing except ghosts.” 

Gage’s time clock was attributed to the 
incendiary advice of Vanderlip, and had 
much to do with the threats against that 
tyrant’s life. The murdered tyrant Morris 
was also believed to have recommended 
something of the kind. Its adoption was 
due to the clerkly habit of arriving half an 
hour behind time as well as leaving ahead 
of time. 

It must be remembered that from the 
Washington viewpoint the complaints of 
the clerks are just and the officials re- 
ferred to actually do appear to be marti- 
nets, really infringing on the human rights 
of their subordinates. No one has lived 
here long without listening to complaints 
made by some clerk against some bureau 
chief, complaints made in perfect good 
faith, and with firm conviction that the 
complainant had been most outrageously 
treated, when the acts complained of were 
simply the ordinary businesslike methods of 
commercial houses. 

It was into this atmosphere that Mr. 
Ware stepped. The clerks were glad of his 
coming, for Evans had been one of the 
tyrants above described. Their joy soon 
turned to mourning, for King Stork proved 
a thousand times worse than King Log. 

Ware never compromised with the easy- 
going manana spirit of Government clerk- 
ism, and went out of office one of the 
worst hated men who ever set foot in Wash- 
ington. For whereas other businesslike 
men had simply shouldered their burden of 
unpopularity and gone on with it, Ware was 
a fighter. He could not comprehend the 
Washington atmosphere; his gorge rose at 
it, and he fought it with all the powers of 
his ironic and eccentric wit. He not only 
wrestled with it, but he ridiculed it and 
emblazoned his scorn of it in public places. 


HIS MOST FAMOUS EXPLOIT. 


His first and most famous eruption of this 
kind was in the case of Wiggins of Georgia, 
and it was not until then that the clerks 
really sized him up. They had already 
found him a strange customer, and he had 
mystified them. One woman clerk had re- 
lated with great indignation how she had 
gone to Ware and had explained to him 
her services, her merit, and the great bene- 
fits that would inure to the department if 
she were promoted. She said that in the 
midst of her statement of her merits Ware 
sprang from his seat, took a turn around 
the room, and exclaimed, in a voice of ab- 
solute anguish: > 

“Madam, you ere, without exception, the 
most egotistical woman I ever met.” 

The promotion of Wiggins of Georgia was 
accompanied by the bulletin, conspicuously 
posted in the Pension Office,

Mr. Wiggins will be promoted to-day from

This has been idiotically commented on 
as if Ware were setting up for rising young 
men the standard of never taking a vaca- 
tion. It was not so misunderstood in 
Washington. Every malingering or sol- 
diering Government clerk felt the notice 
to have been intended as a’rebuke and 
satire to himself, and hated the Commis- 
sioner with a consuming hatred. 

The Washington newspapers, always the 
stanch defenders of the clerks, began a 
lampooning campaign against Ware, and 
have never let up on him. Ware was pro- 
voked initio new and severer satires. He 


gaid stinging things and posted new pla- 


cards, including that which read, “ The 
Lord hates a liar.” He introduced a new 
system of promotions, making his bureau 
chiefs into a sort of civil service commis- 
sion, directing each to select three men, 
from whom Ware could make a selection 
for each promotion. In his letter of in- 
structions to the bureau chiefs he said: 

“I want to establish an incentive. There- 
fore you will not overlook the quiet man 
who attends to his duty. Do not forget 
the man who has no statesman interceding 
for him."’ 

The “statesmen” ultimately became sore 
in their turn at the frequent satirical refer- 
ences to them and their time-honored habit 
of suggesting promotions. When the Wig- 
gins-of-Georgia notice appeared they took 
much umbrage at Section 5—‘‘He has 
steered no statesman up against the Com- 
missioner.”” One Kansas Congressman sent 
a man to Ware, with instructions to say, 
in a cold, dignified way, conveying some- 
thing of rebuke and reproach in his tone: 

“Mr. Blank has instructed me to say that 
you need fear no requests from him for 
promotion of clerks.” 

The messenger delivered the message, and 
waited for Ware to shrivel and wait. Ware 
thumped his desk with an expression of 
genuine and heartfelt joy, and said: 

“Fine! Fine!” 

This occurred before Ware's character 
was so generally understood as it was later. 


HIS PENSION OFFICE WORK. 


Now Ware has given up his long fight to 
make a hustling place out of Washington, 
to make Greek fire out of cold molasses, 
and has gone back to Kansas. But while he 
was here he did wonders. It is cold fact, 
not denied, that the office has never been 
run in so businesslike a manner as during 
his terra, and that the Government never 
before got anything like so much for its 
money. For the first time in the entire 
history of the Pension Office the work is 
up-to-date. Eiven the most optimistic of 
Commissioners, those who did most toward 
bringing it up, never figured on a time 
when that would come. 

At the last dinner of the Gridiron Club 
there was an imitation Dead Letter Office, 
and among the burlesque letters read, the 
authorship of which was asked, was the 
following: 

Farewell! Farewell! 

This office-holding is a sell, 
I tried to do my duty well; 

But time is up, I hear the bell. 
Oh, hell! 

By unanimous consent the authorship 
was attributed to Commissioner Ware. 

Perhaps, ‘‘ resting among the cyclones of 
Kansas,” he may regain his ancient cheer- 
fulness and resume his pen, although when 
asked the other day if he intended to write 
any more poems he replied: “ Not if I feel 
the spell coming on in time.” 

Away back among the _ half-forgotten 
verses he wrote a quarter of a century ago 
there is one which certain late events make 
worthy of resurrection. He wrote it in the 
time of the Russo-Turkish war, and it was 
entitled “The Siege of Djlkprwbz.” Thus 
it ran: 

Before a Turkish town 
The Rusians came, 

And with huge cannon 
Did bombard the same. 


They got up close 

And rained fat bombshells down. 
And blew out every 

Vowel in the town, 


And then the Turks, 
Becoming somewhat sad, 

Surrendered every 
Consonant they had. 

Those who have been stirred to profanity 
in the course of the present Russo-Japan- 
ese war may profoundly regret the lack of 
a laureate of their emotions. Even among 
Mr. Ware’s worst enemies, the Government 
clerks, there probably lingers a hope that 
he will not feel the spell coming on in time. 


YSAYE CHARMS BIG AUDIENCE. 


Enthusiasm Also Manifested for Walter 
Damrosch’s Conducting. 


Eugene Ysaye, the great Belgian viclinist, 
was the lodestone that drew an exception- 
ally large and enthusiastic audience to the 
third concert of Walter Damrosch’s New 
York Symphony Orchestra at Carnegie Hall 
yesterday afternoon. It was Mr. Ysaye’s 
second appearance on his present visit to 
this country, and the ract that he was to 
play the Beethoven concerto for violin and 
orchestra, in which he made such a deep 
impression when he was last here several 
years ago, roused expectation to a high 
pitch and served to render futile any de- 
terrent effect on attendance which the dif- 
ficulties of transit due to the snow may 
have offered. The great audience chamber 
was filled to its capacity by a gathering 
that was amply rewarded and showed its 
approval in no uncertain manner. 

Nothing that Mr. Ysaye played on his for- 
mer visit better displayed the depth and 
breadth of his musicianship or the insight 
with which he grasped the hidden beauties 
of the score than this Beethoven ccrcerto, 
and the lapse of time has given no occa- 
sion for a revision of judgment. Mr. Ysaye 
is now more than ever not a mere perform- 
er, but an interpreter and expounder of 
music. His marvelous power of seizing a 
composer's thought and uttering it as if 
spontaneously deprives the hearer of all in- 
clination to consider virtuosity or tech- 
nique. It is the music which he listens fer, 
drawn as if by magic from the master’s 
violin. Player and instrument are forgot- 
ten. They seem to be merely a natural 
vehicle designed to give voice to the soul of 
the composer’s thought. 

Seldom. if ever, did Mr. Ysaye better ex- 
emplify this attribute of his genius and his 
mastery of the essence of the composition 
than yesterday. If at the opening of the 
concerto the pitch seemed a little uncer- 
tain, that was forgotten almost instantly in 
contemplation of the exalted character of 
the offering. The second and third move- 
ments were played with a mastery and 
feeling that left only a glow of satisfaction 
and brought forth salvos of applause. Nu- 
merous recalls failed to add an extra num- 
ber to a sufficiently long programme. 

Mr. Ysaye’s second selection, which closed 
the concert, was a Vieuxtemps solo for vio- 
lin with orchestra, which was played in 
the ballade portion with a wonderfully ca- 
ressing touch and singing quality, and in 
the polonaise with brilliancy and beautiful 
clamty. 

The concert was opened with a long over- 
looked overture by Mozart, ‘‘ The Theatre 
Manager.”’ It was bright and pleasing, but 
there may be doubt that it will be irre- 
sistibly demanded in future concert pro- 
grammes. 

Tschaikowsky’s beautiful Symphony Pa- 
thetique (No. 6) was the orchestral’ piéce 
de résistance, and it was read hy Mr. Dam- 
rosch and executed by the musicians with, 
in its various parts, a sympathy, a deli- 
cacy, a breadth, and a virility that won en- 
thusiastic approval. It is not often that a 
New York audience expresses more genuine 
enthusiasm than it awarded to Mr. Dam- 
rosch and his players on this occasion. 


Reading Prayers on the St. Paul New 
Role for Him—Geo. Tyler Arrives. 


Edward Terry, the English actor, arrived 
on the American liner St. Paul last night. 
The Rev. W. B. Hornby, Bishop of Nassau, 
called upon Mr. Terry to read the prayers 
at the service yesterday morning. The 
actor said it was a new réle for him, but, 
according to the passengers, he got through 


it all right. 
Mr. Terry is the proprietor of Terry's 


Theatre, in London. On next Monday aft- 


ernoon, at the Princess Theatre, he will 
open here in ‘“‘The House of Burnside.’’ 
Later he will appear in “‘ Sweet Lavender.” 
The Umbria, which arrived last night 
from Liverpool, had on board George C. 
Tyler, the theatrical manager. He has 
been mexing arrangements for the Italian 
actor Novelli to tour the United States.

TAPPED TELEPHONE WIRE 
GETS CADET IN TROUBLE 


West Point Youth for Weeks Was 
Able to Call Up His Sweetheart. 


GIRL VISITED ACADEMY THEN 


She Told an Officer’s Wife and the 
Cadet’s Arrangement with “ Cen- 
tral” Became as Naught.

WEST POINT, N. Y., Dec. 18.—An in- 
genious cadet in the United States Military 
Academy recently tapped a telephone wire 
running past his window, and for some 
weeks carried on daily conversations with 
his sweetheart in a far-away city. Of 
course, he had to have a secret arrange- 
ment with the “ Central’’ operator here, 
and the money for long-distance calls was 
supplied from home, contrary to the rules 
of the academy. 

But for the thoughtlessness of the cadet’s 
sweetheart, the little game might be in 
progress to-day. But, alas! the girl came 
to West Point on a visit to the family of 
an army officer stationed here. The cadet 
could not resist the temptation of calling 
her up, and the officer's wife grew curious. 

“Who is that who telephones to you 
every day?” she inquired of the guest. 

At first the young woman dodged, but 
at last she let the cat out of the bag, and 
the officer's wife, realizing the importance 
of military regulations, thought it her duty 
to tell her husband. Not being a harsh, 
stern officer, he merely sent word to the 
cadet: 

“You get rid of that 'phone. I won't 
report you, as I obtained my information 
rather unofficially, and you can consider 
the incident forgotten if you dismantle your 
apparatus.”’ 

The story has floated around the post 
until nearly everybody knows it, and the 
offender is just beginning to feel safe, 
after a month of quaking. It appears that 
he first noticed the conveniently located 
telephone wire about six months ago. Then 
he proceeded to make friends with ‘ Cen- 
tral," who fell in with his plan. A few 
days later, after some outlay of smuggled 
cash, he had installed his telephone. It 
hung on the wall behind his clothes rack, 
safe from discovery by the inspection offi- 
cers. His first call was on his home, 500 
Or more miles away, in a big city. His 
father thought it was a great piece of 
enterprise, and agreed then and there to 
furnish the wherewithal. 

All went smoothly, and as the weeks 
rolled by the cadet allowed his friends to 
use the telephone. Calling up the home 
folks became a common thing in that sec- 
tion of the barracks, and there is a gen- 
eral mourning now that outside communica- 
tion is ended. 

This telephone adventure, it is now 
learned, was but one of many incidents of a 
similar kind, showing a hitherto unwritten 
side of life in the cadet barracks. The 
mechanics of the corps have a hundred and 
one tricks. At this very minute there is at 
least one private telegraph line joining two 
or more rooms in the barracks, and other 
concealed devices include ingenious con- 
trivances for lighting the gas without get- 
ting out of bed, and for closing windows 


or doors by dextrously arranged pulley in- 
ventions. 

For the last few years there has always 
been some cadet with the telegraphic mania, 
The wires are run down the legs of the 
cadets’ tables and through the floor to the 
reom below, the instruments being easily 
detachable, so that they can be hidden when 
the Inspectors come around. Sometimes a 
whole length of wire is concealed between 
messages, so that practically the entire line 
must be rigged up anew for each period of 
operation. q 

The contrivance for lighting the gas is the 
latest, having followed the disappearance 
of the telephone. The cadet-inventor, upon 
being waked by the early morning tattoo, 
extends his hand sleepily and pulls the 
string that operates the light. He has put 
the invention in position before retiring on 
the previous night, and it must be taken 
down and concealed before he goes down to 
reveille. The object for which he takes all 
this trouble is the saving of a few seconds, 
He avoids, too, the dreaded barefoot walk 
across his cold, uncarpeted floor to the gas 
fixture. 

After he is.awakened the cadet has ten 
minutes in which to dress and descend to 
reveille.

The cadet who happens to be a mechanical 
genius is the object of great envy. While 
the less-gifted comrade is suffering, the 
inventor “ snoozes ”’ on until he has but one 
minute left for his toilet. Then he throws 
on his trousers, boots, overcoat, collar, and 
cap. At reveille, sixty seconds later, the 
genius of the string and pulley appears out- 
wardly to be as fully dressed as the rest. 
After reveille he returns to his room and 
arrays himself with lordly leisure. 


THE “STABAT MATER” SUNG. 
Nordica’s Rendition of “ Inflammatus ”

It was Mme, Nordica’s ‘ Inflammatus,”’ 
sung with the chorus, however, that 


brought down the house, provoking a per- 
fect storm of applause, which would not 
subside until she arose and consented to 
repeat the last part. Mr, Plancon’s sing- 
ing of the “ Pro Peccatis,”” and Mme. Ho- 
mer’s rendition of the ‘“‘ Fac ut Portem,”’ 
provoked similar outbursts. Mr. Artruro 
Vigna conducted, and the opera house 
chorus sang with unusual spirit. At no time 
did the chorus drown the soloist, which is 
too often the case. 

In the first part of the programme Miss 
Belta Alten sang the aria “ Jerusalem” 
from Mendelssohn’s “ Paulus,” and got a 
deserved encore. The orchestra played the 
overture to Flotow’s ‘“‘ Martha,”’ and Saint- 
Saén’s ‘‘ Danse Macabre.”’ The chorus cand 
orchestra rendered with splendid force 
Verdi's ‘“‘ Va Pensiero.”

YACHT FOR ENGLISHWOMAN. 


Herreshoffs Busy on the Fifty-two-Rater 
for Mrs. Farley of London. 


Word comes from the Herreshoff shops at 
Bristol, R. I., that work on the new yacht for 
Mrs. G. Turner Farley of London, England, is 
going on speedily, with quite a number of the 
frames set up on the load keel, All the midship 
frames are on and machinists are connecting 
the butts with the keel. A matter of interest 
in connection with this craft building for the 
fifty-two rater British class, is that duplicate 
frames are being gotten out, which gives ample 
proof that there are to be two of the class 
built in the Herreshoff shops. Two sets of 
frames are already bent, and most of 
them trued and ready for use. 

In the shops nearly completed is a small race- 
about boat of eighteen feet waterline, for a man 
in Germany. The craft is handsome in design, 
and is finished off very nicely on the outside, 
but that is not the most interesting thing about 
her. She is rigged with a mechanism in the 
cockpit for reefing or increasing sail, while the 


steersman keeps his seat at the after end of 
the boat. Besides the spinnaker pole will be 
made to do duty as a staysail spar, forward, 
when the boat is on the wind, and this same 
spar can be used as a spinnaker pole with the 
staysail attached as a spinnaker when the craft 
is steering down the wind. 

Work is progressing on the new boats for the 
special class of thirty-footers of one design, 
with the probability that the first one started 
will be ready to be taken out of the shop and 
stored at the Walker’s Cove yards before the 
close of the year. The orders for these boats 
at Herreshoffs have been swelled to seventeen 
for members of the New York Yacht Club, and 
there may be more before the Winter is over.

The difference of opinion regarding the 
events and the racing conditions between 
the officers of the club and the old-time 
management was clearly seen about a 
month ago, when the Florida Club, chiefly 
through the energy of the President of that 
organization, C. G. Burgoyne, ordered that 
all of the races should be open, the invita- 
tion plan whereby the number of contest- 
ants would be limited in number being 
abandoned. Trouble again arose over. the 
entry list, as recently issued, and in order 
to let automobilists know just who has 
the big meet in charge the officers of the 
club have at last assumed entire charge 
of the matter. 

A. B. Tucker, the former Secretary of the 
National Association of Automobile Manu- 
facturers, has been appointed Secretary of 
the race meet, and, with Secretary Gillette 
of the American Automobile Association, 
will visit Ormond within a few days to 
make final arrangements. The Racing 
Board of the American Automobile Associa- 
tion revised the entry list last week, and 
when it appears it will be official, and in- 
tending competitors will have no more dif- 
ficulty in ascertaining just where to send 
their entries, 

It is reported that Fournier, the French 
driver who was here two years ago, will 
revisit America in January, bringing over 
some new French cars for the shows here, 
and later he will go to Ormond and try 
to reduce some of the records made last 
year. 

Plans are progressing rapidly for both 
of the big automobile shows to be held in 
this city next month, one being the regu- 
lar annual exhibit in the Madison Square 
Garden and the other the new show of for- 
eign cars, held under the auspices of a 
number of importers of foreign vehicles. 
The latter show will be held in the Herald 
Square Exhibition Hall, and will be in prog- 
ress two weeks; from Jan. 11 to 24. Many 
of the importers who are taking an active 
interest in the success of this show are 
now in Paris attending the big French au- 
tomobile show. It is stated that they have 
already arramged to bring over a number 
of new models of the best-known French 
and German cars, while among the new 
arrivals will be several racing cars that 
later will go to Ormond for the week's rac- 
ing theres 

The committee in charge of this Import- 
ers’ Automobile Salon, as it has been 
termed, in imitation of foreign exhibits, 
has planned to give a private view of the 
show on the evening of Jan. 10, admission 
at that time being by invitation only. 

As sO many wealthy and prominent 
Americans Own valuable foreign cars, it is 
not surprising that the social feature should 
enter to a large extent into this show of 
foreign cars, and, as an evidence that this 
side of the show is to be made us important 
as possible, a number of patrons have been 
secured. Among the names are those of 
many New Yorkers who are owners of 
high-powered foreign vehicles. The Am- 
bassadors of France, Germany, England, 
Italy, and Belgium head the list of patrons, 
and among the Americans ure Serator 
Chauncey M. Depew, Harlan W. Whipple, 
President of the American Automobile As- 
sociation; John Farson of Chicago, Elliott 
Cc.

TO PULL TOGETHER 


Old Graduates Propose Formation 
of New Club at University. 


ATHLETES ARE TOO FAR APART 


Many of Them Have But Nodding Ac- 
quaintance with One Another—Asso- 
ciation Football for Crimsons. 


Athletes at Harvard University are much 
interested in the dinner to be given to all 
holders of the ’Varsity ‘‘H”’ in the Union, 
at Cambridge, to-night. Fifty-seven under- 
graduates and a large number of prominent 
graduates have been invited, and an in- 
formal: organization, like the University 
Club of several years ago, will be formed. 
It is also understood that plans will be 
talked over for welding Harvard's athletes 
together in a way that never has been 
known before, and which will result in a 
greater number of victories along every 
iine. 

For many years the feeling has been that 
athletics at Harvard have been somewhat 
“apart” from the university. The foot- 
ball team, for instance, conducted on a 
large business scale, with its coaches, 
trainers, &c., has been a good example of 
this, and while the undergraduates have 
felt in a sense that it was theirs, they 
never have been able to take the deep per- 
sonal interest in it that the students of a 
smaller college could have done. It has 
been the same way with the players them- 
selves. So great is the university and so 
widely scattered its undergraduates that 
frequently an athlete on one team has only 
a nodding acquaintance with one on an- 
other. It is for the purpose of pulling these 
men together and making them feel more 
like brothers that the organization to be 
effected to-night has been proposed. 

The men who are the prime movers in its 
inception are Dr. E. H. Nichols, Harvard's 
famous old pitcher and baseball coach; 
“Bert” Waters, the old tackle; Dudley 
Dean, the old quarter back; ‘‘ Bob’’ Wrenn, 
the tennis player and member of the Inter- 
collegiate Rules Committee; W. F. Gar- 
celon, hurdler and head coach of the track 
team; Edgar N. Wrightington, head coach 
of the Crimson football team last Fall, and 
J. F. Perkins, the old oarsman. All of these 


men will be present at the dinner to-night, 
and each will speak on the spsrt which he 
represents. 

Much interest association football was 
aroused Jast w at Harvard by the draw- 
ing up of a constitution and the election of 
officers for a new club. The officers are: 
President and Captain—A. Brooks, 1105; 
Vice Captain, Beaton H. Squires, the ’Var- 
sity guard; Manager--B. D. M. Greene. The 
club has petitioned the Harvard 
Committee for recognition in minor sports 
and for the privilege of playing outside 
games. No more regular practice will be 
held until after the Christmas recess, when 
a team will be chosen and a schedule ar- 
ranged.

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THE FINANCIAL MARKETS | 


Prices Still Suffering from the 
Fortnight’s Raid. 


Bonds Show Prompt and Good Recov- 
ery, but Stocks Are Lower by 
a Large Majority. 


In this column were recorded last week 
the results of the philanthropic effort of 
a gentleman in Boston to save the com- 
munity from loss in the stock market. 
The result was the most serious fall in 
prices witnessed this year, and it con- 
tinued through a second week. Last 
week 113 stocks moved a point or more, 
and only 23 of themjrose. If attention 
be confined to the dozen stocks which 
contributed five-sevenths of the total 
business, and gave the week its charac- 
teristic tone, the carnage was even more 
severe, for every one of them fell, the 
minimum being % for Steel preferred. 
Steel common was the most active stock, 
and fell 1144. The weakest stock was not, 
as might have been expected, Amalga- 
mated, which enjoyed several rallies, and 
closed only 3% down. United States 
Leather common fell 4% upon the an- 
nouncement of its new financing. De- 
clines were more than fractional in Atch- 
ison, Erie, Reading, Rock Island, South- 
ern Pacific, and Union Pacific. With 
such a record it might be thought that 
there was a severe unsettlement of the 
situation intrinsically. Upon the con- 
trary there was rather a shamefaced ad- 
mission that the speculative element had 


been stampeded by inadequate cause. 
One good sign of this is the lack of 
any disturbance in the investment situ- 
ation as revealed in the bond market, 
which showed less movement than usual, 
and that movement good. Only twenty- 
two bonds moved as much as a point, and 
of them fourteen rose. Looking to thé 
descriptions which showed activity rath- 
er than movement it is apparently neces- 
sary to modify this, for among the most 
active half dozen there was but a single 
advance, and that only %, for Western 
Maryland. The fact that such an unfa- 
miliar issue got into the active class at 
all is due to the exceptional concentra- 
tion of the week’s business, which al- 
lowed an unusually small aggregate to 
qualify for the active class. Four issues 
—American Tobacco fours and sixes, 
Union Pacific convertibles, and Steel 
fives—accounted for almost one-third of 
the total bond business. Each of them 
declined, and as almost two bonds ad- 
vanced to each bond which fell on a 
broader inspection, it follows that the 
four mentioned sympathized rather with 
the stock market than the bond market— 
as might easily be deduced from their 
names and quality alone. 
oe aggregate business in shares fell 
7,160,586 and in bonds to $26,054,000, 
ay both volumes are in excess of the 
same week in other recent years. Among 
less active properties than those men- 
tioned above there were some large 
changes. Consolidated Gas fell 7 upon 
friction in its dealings with the city, 
Louisville fell 27% despite its increased

GROWTH OF ae TRADE. 


Imports for 1904 Likely to Exceed Those 
of Any Previous Year. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 18.—The total for- 
eign commerce of the United States in the 
year about ending seems likely to exceed 
that of any preceding year. The total ex- 
ports will probably fall slightly below 
those of last year and of the years 1900 
and 1901, but as the total imports will ma- 
terially exceed those of any preceding cal- 
endar year the grand total of imports and 
exports combined will probably be the larg- 
est in the history of our commerce. 

The statement of the November com- 
merce and of the eleven months ending 
with November, just issued by the Bureau 
of. Statistics, shows imports for the eleven 
months ending with November amounting 
to $939,000,000, against $918,000,000 in the 
corresponding months of 1903, $875,000,000 
in the corresponding period of 1902, $800,- 
0(0,000 in the corresponding period of 1901, 
and $760,000,000 in the corresponding period 
of 1900. 

Thus the imports for the full year seem 
likely to exceed those of any preceding 
calendar year, and for the first time in the 
history of calendar years imports will ex- 
ceed $1,000,000,000 in value. The total value 
of merchandise imported in the calendar 
year 1908 was $995,000,000; in 1902, >$969,- 
000,000; in 1901, $880,000,000; in 1900, $829,- 
000,000; in 1899, $799,000,000, and in 1898, 
$635,000,000. 

The total of exports for the eleven 
months ended with November is about 
$5,000,000 below the figures for the corre- 
sponding months of 1903, and $23,000,000 be- 
low those of the corresponding period of 
201. This reduction is due to the great 
felling off in exports of breadstuffs, which 
amounted in the eleven months ended with

Explorer’s Widow Writes of the Press

Life Preserver for Every Passen- 
ger—No Loose Cork. 


‘BETTER FIRE APPARATUS 


More Watchmen and Deckhands—Added 
Requirements for Drilis—Many 
See the Glen Island. 


While hundreds were flocking yestetday 
to the Long Island shore, near Glen Cove, 
to see what little was above water of the 
hulk of the steamboat Glen Islapé, which 
was burned on Saturday morning with a 
loss of nine lives, there wére made public 
at. Washington a number ‘of important 
changes in the rules of the steamboat 
inspection service. 

The changes have been approved by Sec- 
retary Metcalfe of the Department of Com- 
merce and Labor. They are the result of 
the protracted meeting held by the Board 


of Supervising Inspectors after the Slocum 
disaster, 
The changes are as follows: 


RULE Iil. 
BOATS, RAFTS, BULKHEADS, 
LIFE-SAVING APPARATUS. 


Provides for détails of construction of 
metallic life-boats and life-rafts, and the 
filing by makers thereof of drawings and 
specifications with the Board of Supervis- 
ing Inspectors. 

Requires metal air-tanks in wooden life- 
boats. 

Makes small increase of required boat 
capacity on river passenger steamers. 

Rearranges, without substantial’ change, 
of tables for life-boat capacity. 

Prohibits the use of loose or compressed 
granulated cork in the manufacture of life- 
rafts or life-preservers. 

Prohibits the use of Kapok life-preserv- 
ers, 

Contains additional details as to- the 
method of placing straps on life-preservers, 
and as to the quality of the covers thereof, 
and the method in which the same shall 
be sewed and constructed. 

Provides that life-preservers must be sus- 
pended on wooden slats or cotton cerds, and 
not on wire, and at a height of not more 
than seven feet from the deck surface be- 
low. 

Requires one life-preserver for every pas- 
senger and member of the crew on all ves- 
sels. 

Requires hand-pumps, fire hose, boats, 
and rails on barges carrying passengers. 

Requires additional water-tight bulkheads 
on larger vessels. 

Contains additional details as to construc- 
tion of such bulkheads. 


RULE Iv. 


Fire Apparatus: 

Requires all passenger steamers to be pro- 
vided with fire buckets, barrels, and axes, 
instead of on inland steamers only, as be- 
fore. 

Requires steam fire-branches in lamp- 
lockers, oil rooms, and light compartments, 
which compartments must also be lined 
with metal. 

Requires that steam fire pumps shall be 
capable of throwing an “effective stream 
of water for a distance of not less than 
fifty feet through at least two fire connec- 


AND 


‘tions, each on the main deck and each deck 


above the main deck.’’ Every such pump 
shall be fitted with a “‘ gauge and a relief 
valve adjusted to lift at one hundred 
pounds’ pressure,’’ which takes the place of 
a pro rata table of different sizes of pumps 
for steamers of different tonnage. 

Requires portable fire extinguishers on 
all passenger steamers, proportioned in 
number to the tonnage of the boat. 

RULE V. 
LICENSE OFFICERS. 

Service on steam yachts is omitted as part 

of allowable qualifications for’an applicant 


for license. 
Adds sundry small details of the various 


-kinds of nautical experience which render 


applicants eligible for examination for li- 


cense as officers. 
Adds requirements as to discipline of 
crews in fire and boat drills. 


RULE VII. 
FERRYBOATS. 


Contains new requirements providing for 
watertight bulkheads, proportional lifeboat 
equipment, life preserver for each passen- 
ger and member of the crew. 

Requires passenger barges in tow to have 
life saving appliances. 

RULE VIII. 
EXCURSION STEAMERS. 


Fixes numbeg of licensed officers and fire- 
men, and requires substantially one addi- 


tional watchman for every 250 passengers 
carried. 

Requires that officers and watchmen shall 
be uniformed. 

Requires all. excursion barges in tow to 
carry one master. 

Also two deckhands for’every 250 persons. 

Ferryboats engaging in excursions must 
carry same officers, crew, and equipment 
as required for excursion steamers. 


RULE IX. 
DUTIES OF INSPECTORS: 


Reduces the required joint inspection by 
both hull and boiler inspectors to hydro- 


static pressure, pumps, hose and other fire 
apparatus. 

Requires all hose to be subjected*to a 
pressure of 100 pounds to the square inch, 
and hose coupling securely fastened. 

Contains new and important specific re- 
quirements as to crew complement and the 
number of officers and men to be required 
on given classes of vessels. 


RULE X. 
MISCELLANEOUS: 


Requires owner, agent, or master of 
vessel to indicate safe draft of water for 


vessel. 
Omits the loadline requirements and table 


as to depth of-hold and freeboard and con- 
ditions thereof when loaded. 

Certain changes proposed in mpg i and 
2 relating, respectively, to “ 
and to “boilers and attachments’ ” prob- 
ably will be announced later.

HAVOC IN “FUN” WITH 
A TINY, INNOCENT CAP 


Man Gave Six of Them to Boys— 
They Experimented. 


THREE LADS BADLY HURT 


Panic in. Apartment House — Janitress 
Thought It Was Falling — Trouble 


Ahead for Somebody, Maybe.

Halt a dozen detonating caps containing a 
powerful explosive, such as are employed in 
blasting operations for exploding dynamite, 
a quartet of small boys, and a nail figured 
in an experiment on Saturday evening 
which caused a panic in the apartment 
house at .302 Wast Seventy-third Street. 
Three of the boys are in bed. badly ‘hurt. 
The father of two of them has five of the 
caps. The sixth cap did ‘it all. The jani- 
tress of the house and several of the occu- 
pants are suffering trom nervous prostra- 


; tion and several arrests are in prospect. 


Frank Jiran, who is employed in a furs 
nishing house, occupies a fifth-floor apart- 
ment of the house with his wife and their 
two sons, Joseph and Gottlieb, eight and 
five years old, respectively. The little lads 
were playing about their kitchen when their 
cousins, Frank and Rudolph Novak, of 
about the same age, arrived to pay a visit. 
The Novak boys had some shiny cart- 
ridges, which looked like the ammunition 
used in toy pistols, overgrown. 

“See what we found,” said Rudolph to 
Joseph and Gottlieb. ‘‘A man threw them 
&way over on Seventy-second Street, and 
told us boys to have fun with them. Let's 
have fun.” 

The Jiran boys had never seen anything 


like the cartridges before, and didn’t knew 
cor, how to begin, but they were willing 
tt) 

* Let’ 8 thrown them into the stove," said 
Gottlieb, 

Joseph advocated laying the cartridges in 
& row and hitting them with a flatiron. 

“Tl tell you what to do,” said Frank. 

“* Just pot a nail and punch it in the end of 
these things and you'll hear a noise.’’ 
, His tone of authority carried weight, and 
the suggestion was immediately acted upon. 
Gottlieb found a nail and jammed it against 
a’ cartridge. ‘There Was an explosion on the 
instunt. When Mrs. Jiran ran back from 
the front room she found all, four of the 
boys on the flocr, th®ee of them bleeding 
and screaming. The tenants downstairs ran 
out into the halls. The janitress shouted, 
“The roof is falling in!’ and hustled out 
into the street. 

When Mrs. Jiran saw the. havoc which 
had been wrought in her kitchen, and her 
two little boys, with one of theif cousins, 
stretched out on the floor, she promptly 
fainted. Mrs. Vesely, who Gocuplél the ad- 
joining apartment, hurried to see what the 
trouble was. She succeeded in reviving 
Mrs. Jiran, and then ran for a doctor. On 
the way downstairs she reassured the 
frightened tenants, telling them that the 
house wasn't in any danger of falling, and 
that everything was all over. 

When the doctor arrived Frank Novak, 
the only one of the boys who was unhurt, 
— the five remaining cartridges out of 

is pocket. ‘‘ They didn’t go off yet,”’ he 
explained. 

Mr. Jiran was busy yesterday ‘investigat- 
ing the source from which the cartridges 
had been obtained. Before he had been on 
the trail an hour he heard that two other 
boys of the ee Johnnie Miller 
and Eddie Smit had been injured by a 
similar explosion,.- which had occurred in a 
vacant lot. on Seventy-second Street. He 
alse learned the name of the man who had 
thrown the caps away and invited the boys 
to help themselves. 

“IT intend to swear out a warrant for the 
man to-morrow,” said ‘Mr. Jiran, ‘‘and 
prosecute him to the bitter end. I also in- 
tend to find out how he got the caps, and 
hold responsible the company from which 
he secured them. I don’t know just what 
the caps contained, but it must have been a 
very powerful explosive. 
gashed and cut all over their hands and 
bodies, and one of them may lose the sight 
of one of his eyes. The boys about the 
bonfire had a whole box of the cartridges 
which the man gave them.’ 

In the kitchen window the panes were 
cracked in half a dozen places. From the 
side of the nail which the boys had used in 
touching off the cap a piece had been cut 
out as neatly as if it had been done by a 
steam drill. Mr. Jiran said that he under- 
stood the employes of several blasting com- 

anies were very careless in the way they 
eft dynamite and detonating caps lying 
about, and that he propased to make an ex- 
ample of them. 

He 
says he will attend to the case oe
